‘RTA gets 
1 year to 
shape up’

SPRINGFIELD — Gov. James R. 
Thompson said the Regional Trans­ 
portation Authority “is failing to 
serve the Cook County suburbs and 
metro counties fairly” and declared 
that he will give the agency one year 
to become responsive or he will lead 
the effort to reform it. 
“These people on the RTA board 
are not going to reform themselves, 
somebody will have to kick them in 
the butt to get it done. If it takes the 
legislature to do it or if it takes the 
governor to do it, then I think we 
ought to do it,” Thompson said. 
While indicating he favored a re­ 
gional transit agency for northeastern „ 
Illinois and he would “hate” to see 
the RTA abolished, Thompson said 
that move might be needed. 


“THE CHICAGO Transit Authority 
is the greatest burden on the system 
and it is important, but if we can’t 
treat the suburbs fairly, then we 
ought to adroit it and dissolve the 
RTA and go to direct subsidies of the 
CTA and suburban bus and commuter 
rail operation. 


The governor’s sweeping declara­ 
tion about the RTA came during an 
exclusive weekend interview with The 
Herald m which he also: 
• Admitted his “biggest surprises” 
during the legislative session was the 
failure to pass sunset legislation to re­ 
quire state agencies to undergo peri­ 
odic reviews and the amount of time 
he needed to devote to legislative 
matters. 
• Hinged that there was much 
more to the deal with Chicago Demo­ 
crats on building the controversial 
Crosstown expressway than a Deco- 
cratic commitment to hold the line on 
state spending. He refused to offer de­ 
tails. 
The governor’s comment on the 
RTA follows remarks he made in 
McHenry County July 21, which have 
been interpreted to mean Thompson 
favors legislation to allow metro coun­ 
ties to “opt out” of the RTA. 
Clarifying his position, Thompson 
said he believes that unless the RTA 
gives greater authority to suburban 
board members, he will support legis­ 
lation to mandate the greater power.

Leo Anderson went through more 
than a year of pain, suffering and 
anxiety waiting for the conviction of 
the man who murdered his wife. 
The agony started to fade July 25 
when Chicago iron worker Marrion 
Logan, 31, was convicted of killing 
Anderson’s wife Phyllis, 51, as she 
and her family were trapped in a 
stalled car. 
But today, Anderson, 52, of 986 
Cambridge Dr., Buffalo Grove, and 
his family are still waiting for the 
case to end. 


The case seemed to reopen last 
week when Donald Ring, 415 Ivy Ln., 
Arlington Heights, foreman of the 
jury that convicted Logan, said he 
was stranded in the same neighbor­ 
hood on Chicago’s South Side the 
same day — June 13, 1976 — as the 
Andersons. 
That statement led Public Defender 
Irwin Frazin to say he would seek a 
new trial for Logan because Ring 
withheld information during jury se­ 
lection that could have shown he was 
prejudiced towards the case. 
THE PROSPECT of a new trial for 


Logan places the specter of more anx­ 
iety before Anderson and his six chil­ 
dren. 
“It’s a slight strain that the whole 
thing is still stretching out,” Anderson 
said. “We (his family) hope there 
won’t be a new trial but 1 don't see 
how there could be. 
“My family and I are bearing 
through this thing,” Anderson said. 
“WTe’re not overly concerned though. 
“I called Tom Callum (Assistant 
state’s attorney) on Wednesday when 
the story of his (Ring’s) comments 
appeared in The Herald,” he said. 


“But he (Callum) told me not to be 
concerned.” 
Anderson, does not believe state­ 
ments by Ring, principal of Elk Grove 
High School, are strong enough to 
warrant a new trial. 
“I don’t see why there was that 
much wrong with what he (Ring) 
said,” Anderson said. “And I don’t 
think the statements were prejudiced. 
How could they be? He (Ring) said he 
was helped by the blacks, not hin­ 
dered.” 
RING SAID HE and his family were

Track fees 
for liquor 
get review 


Village officials tonight will consid­ 
er increasing liquor license fees paid 
by Arlington Park Race Track in re­ 
turn for the village’s recent support of 
night harness racing. 
Village Pres. James T. Ryan Sun­ 
day said increasing the fees is one op­ 
tion open to village officials as they 
consider how to increase revenues the 
village receives from the track. 
A r l i n g t o n Park officials have 
agreed to pay more taxes, provided 
that the track is awarded night racing 
dates by the Illinois Racing Board. 
That decision is expected today when 
the board meets in Chicago. 
Ryan said village officials hope to 
gain an additional $200,000 a year 
more through the increased fees. 


ARLINGTON PARK wants 71 night 
harness racing dates from Oct. 10 
through Dec. 31. The dates originally 
were awarded to Washington Park in 
Homewood, but that track was de­ 
stroyed by fire Feb. 5. 
There were local objections to night 
racing by citizens concerned about 
noise, crowds and lights at the track. 
But after track officials promised to 
eliminate those problems and agreed 
to higher taxes, the village board 
voted to back the request. 
The track pays between $10,000 and 
$15,000 per year for its five different 
liquor licenses, Ryan said. 
Ryan, who also serves as village li­ 
quor commissioner, said the liquor 
tax was preferable to other tax op­ 
tions because the village has sole con­ 
trol of liquor licensing. 
RYAN SAID OTHER taxes consid­ 
ered, such as a parking tax or in­ 
creased admission tax, are open to 
objection by the state racing board. 
The board and track management had

Carter mourns lost values, 
urges Christ-like behavior 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — In one of 
his strongest statements on the rela­ 
tionship of faith and politics, Presi­ 
dent Carter told his Bible class Sun­ 
day that even doubling the federal 
budget would not restore America’s 
old values. 
“We have to restore cur basic val­ 
ues,” Carter said, “through God’s 
word and the perfect example of 
Christ as to what our nation ought to 
be.” 
Requent “amens” burst forth from 
the class, which overflowed the balco­ 
ny area of the First Baptist Church. 
Carter teaches about once a month. 
A WOMAN asked if there was dan­ 
ger in people putting their faith in 
government and not in God. 
“I think the answer is yes,” Carter 
said. 
Carter said he and Arthur Burns, 
chairman of the Federal Reserve 
Board, talked last week “about the 
abandonment of Christian values in 
this country!! 
Carter cited the loss of “hard work, 
clean streets, planting of flowers, 


cleaning up a neighborhood, respect 
for authority, respect for law, the val­ 
ue of human compassion.” 


“IF WE DOUBLED our national 
budget, we couldn’t restore those val­ 
ues,” he said. 
A man asked Carter about civil reli­ 
gion, a term applying to the practice 
of treating the flag, capitalism and 
the American government almost as 
objects of worship. 
“I think there is a danger in making 
civil government an ‘image,’ ” Carter 
said. 
“Quite often we tend to substitute a 
nation or flag or a structure or a gov­ 
ernmental idea for God,” he said. “It 
gives us a sense of superiority, which 
we don’t deserve.” 
Carter said it was important for 
American Christians to be sure the 
American government is not seen as a 
substitute for Christ. 
He also said churches today tend to 
avoid harsh criticism and preaching 
against sin, which he heard in his own 
church.

THE SHOOTING o ccurred despite 
beefed-up patro ls set up in fear the 
g unman, who had prev io usly killed 
fiv e perso ns and wo unded six in the 
last y ear with his .44-caliber Bulldo g 
rev o lv er, wo uld strike o n the anni­ 
v ersary weekend o f his first attack. 
“ There were fo ur sho ts, then a ho rn 
blo wing , then I heard a scream — 
‘Help me, please help me,’ ” recalled 
a scared 21-y ear-o ld co lleg e co ed, 
standing near the sho o ting scene no t 
far fro m the Verrazano Bridg e. 
“ I knew rig ht away it was the kill­ 
er.” 


The v ictims, Miss Mo sko witz and 
Ro bert Vio lante, bo th 20 and bo th o f 
Bro o kly n, were sho t in the head and 
in critical co nditio n at King s Co unty 
Medical Center.

DETECTIVES AT the task fo rce 
said “ all indicatio ns” were that the 
assailant was the “ So n o f Sam,” but 
waited fo r ballistics tests fo r co n­ 
firmatio n. 


“ Based o n the sty le o f sho o ting , it’s 
the same perso n,” said Chief o f De­ 
tectiv es J o hn Keenan. 
The co uple had g o ne to the mo v ies 
fo r a first date and was sitting in Vio - 
lante’s o ld bro wn Buick at 2:40 a.m. 
when the killer emerg ed fro m Dy ker 
Beach park alo ng the waterfro nt into 
the lig ht o f the full mo o n, po lice said. 
At least two witnesses saw the g un­ 
man walk up to the car — which was 
parked under a street lig ht — cro uch 
and. steady ing the g un with bo th 
hands, fire fo ur sho ts thro ug h the 
o pen car windo w, po lice said. 


“ONE GUY SAW the en tire thin g 
thro u gh the rear v iew mirro r o f his 
car,” said Po lice Officer Alan Fischer 
o f the Sn y der Av en u e Statio n ho u se. 
“He was p ark ed in fro n t o f the 
co u p le.” 


Keen an said the witn ess to ld him 
the gu n man walk ed calmly back in to 
the p ark after firin g the fo u r sho ts.

A marked patro l car that had 
passed the scene no t 10 minutes be­ 
fo re the sho o ting was the first o n the 
scene, po lice said.

Mikva urges tough 
handgun control 


Rep. Aimer J. Mikva, D-Ill., Sunday urged President Carter to 
make tougher federal handgun control laws a cornerstone of his 
crime control package. In a letter to the President, cosigned by 35 
congressmen, Mikva said more effective handgun control legisla­ 
tion would reduce this country’s soaring crime rate and alleviate 
fear caused by their abundance. Carter is expected to send his 
comprehensive crime control package to Congress soon. 
Mikva said Congress has not acted on any type of gun control 
proposal since 1968 and that the current Omnibus Crime Control 
and Safe Streets Act has been ineffective in drying up the supply 
of handguns and reducing the number of street crimes. “Since 
1968, the number of handguns in circulation has increased by near­ 
ly 70 per cent — from an estimated 28 million to 50 million,” he 
said. “Since 1968, there have been more than 70,000 murders com­ 
mitted with handguns, which represent more than half of all mur­ 
ders committed.” 


Auto bandits rob family on 1-55 


A Chicago family traveling to a St. Louis amusement park Sun­ 
day was robbed by two men who forced the family’s car to the 
shoulder of interstate 55. Phillip Tan, 33, told state police he was 
driving a mile north of Interstate 270 about 4 a.m. when another 
auto pulled alongside and a shot was fired into a door of Tan’s car. 
The shot did not injure Tan or the other occupants of the car, his 
wife, Zina, 34, and the couple’s 1-year-old daughter, Fatima. The 
Tan car was forced to the shoulder and the robbers, one with a .45 
cal. pistol, took $380 in cash and $2,000 worth of jewelry from the 
family, police said. The robbers handuffed Tan to the steering 
wheel of his car before they fled in a late-model car. 


Stone Park man found murdered 


Arthur Jasker, 48, was found shot to death Sunday behind thè 
wheel of his car in Stone Park. The car was parked across the 
street from a bar which celebrated its opening Saturday night, 
police said.

ONE GROUP supporting abortions 
caricatured him in a leaflet as “The 
infamous Mr. Hyde” of Robert Louis 
Stevenson’s story, “The Strange Case 
of Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde.” 
Hyde says it was almost accidental 
that he forced Congress last year to 
face up to a no-win issue which politi­ 
cians wish would go away. 
He was chatting with Rep. Robert 
Bauman, R-Md., in the rear of the 
House chamber about the obstacles to 
a constitutional amendment banning 
abortions. The House was debating an 
appropriations bill. 
“Bauman said to me, ‘This bill has 
a lot (of money) in it for abortions,” 
Hyde recalls, and with little prepara­ 
tion, he offered his amendment, com­ 
pelling a vote on abortion. 


CONGRESS ADOPTED his 1976 
proposal to prohibit spending federal 
funds for abortions except to save a 
woman’s life. Enforcement has been 
delayed by the courts. 
The 1977 version of the Hyde 
amendment, approved by the House 
201-155, would go further, even beyond 
where Hyde wanted it to go. It prohi­ 
bits federal monies for abortions even 
if a woman’s life is in danger. 


Hyde says the parliamentary situ­ 
ation compelled him to use such all- 
or-nothing language. But he thinks 
Congress will restore the exemption 
before it completes action on the 
issue. 
The Senate, meanwhile, voted to fi­ 
nance abortions in cases of rape, in­ 
cest or “medical necessity,” a phrase 
which some critics believe would en­ 
able doctors to perform abortions in 
almost any case. 


HOUSE-SENATE conferees can’t 
agree on a compromise, so the issue 
returns to both chambers to see if one 
will back down. 
Hyde says 80 per cent of his mail — 
some of it “poignant and beautiful” — 


supports him, but some letters de­ 
nounce him. 
“I don’t like it,” he says. “I’m sen­ 
sitive to being called dirty names. I 
don’t like being called a bigot, a 
brute.” 


The son of a Chicago telephone coin 
collector, Hyde went to Georgetown 
University in Washington on a basket­ 
ball scholarship, joined the Navy in 
World War II and served in the Pacif­ 
ic as the 20-year-old skipper of a land­ 
ing craft. 
He attended law school under the 
G.I. bill and, at nights, read proof at 
the Chicago Sun-Times. 


RECALLING ALL the columns of 
stock market tables he had to read, 
he says, “No wonder I’ve got squinty 
eyes.” 
In the Illinois legislature, where he 
became House majority leader, he 
fought efforts to liberalize the state’s 
abortion ban. 
He is a Catholic, but he says his 
views arise “from biology, not theo­ 
logy.” 
He is scornful of Catholics in Con­ 
gress who “say they personally are 
against abortion but wouldn’t lift a 
finger to prevent it.” He singles out 
Sen. Edward Kennedy, D-Mass., and 
Rep. Robert Drinan, D-Mass., a 
priest. 


HYDE’S DEMOCRRATIC opponent 
last year, Mrs. Marilyn Clancy, a lib­ 
eral and a feminist, disagreed with 
him on abortion, he says, but neither 
was egar to make much of so touchy 
an issue. 
Hyde’s new prominence has brought 
invitations to address “rightrto-life” 
groups in Florida, Pennsylvania, Bos­ 
ton and Indiana. 


He dismisses criticism that his 
amendment merely denies poor wom­ 
en a right available to women who 
can afford to pay for their own abor­ 
tions. 
He says instead, “I feel sorry for 
the unborn of the wealthy who don’t 
have anybody to fight for them.”

A nine-story shopping mall-office 
complex and 500-car parking garage 
that may cost $3 million has been pro­ 
posed at Vail and Dunton avenues and 
Sigwalt and Campbell streets. 


THE $2.5 MILLION facility was 
completed in October 1973. The build­ 
ing includes an indoor pool, four hand­ 
ball courts, two adult fitness centers, 
a gymnasium, multipurpose room, 
game and club rooms, a nursery and 
office space. 
Hertog said expansion plans call for 
the addition of eight courts for rac- 
quetball and handball, a weight lifting 
room, four tennis courts and a gener­ 
al athletic field that will include three 
ball diamonds and an all-purpose 
field. 
The $700,000 estimate also includes 
provisions for upgrading the air condi­ 
tioning in the existing facility and 
fencing for the new areas. 
“We’re enlisting special contribu­ 
tions and looking at our operating 
budget to see if we can get a bigger 
mortgage loan to add onto our current 
$1 million mortgage,” Hertog said. He 
said payment of the mortgage would 
be over a 20-year period. 
“WE HAVE A lot of irons in the 
fire but we have a long way to go 
before the final financing is ar­ 
ranged,” Hertog said. He estimated it 
will take about two months to com­ 
plete financing arrangements for the 
program. 
Hertog said the expansion will add 
about 5,000 square feet to the three 
acres that already are occupied, leav- 
i n g substantial space for more 
growth. 
Future growth is expected in light of 
increasing membership and general 
participation in the Y’s programs, 
Hertog said. “I think shortly we’ll 
need another pool and gym,” he said. 
If financing can be arranged on 
schedule, Hertog said officials hope to 
have the Addition completed by this 
time next year. 
“We’ve had a very enthusiastic re­ 
sponse from our members and they 
know the need is there,” he said.

Alaska fights fires 
—one near pipeline 


Fires sparked by record heat and drought Sunday threatened 
eight Alaskan villages and residents planned to flee, Bureau of 
Land Management officials reported. Officials said 39 fires cov­ 
ering 829,000 acres were sweeping through the state, one near the 
new Alaska pipeline. Temperatures near 90 degrees in some areas 
and unpredictable winds hampered firefighting efforts. 


The largest blaze covered 300,000 acres of tundra about 100 miles 
north of Nome. Ninety planes and 600 men fought the fires. As 
firefighters focused on protecting the threatened villages, the town 
of Shungnak, with a population of 155, was in the most danger and 
evacuation was planned, BLM spokesman Kerry Cartier said. He 
said the Shungnak fire was 20 miles wide and covered 80,000 acres. 
The fire was about seven miles south of town and would have to 
jump the Kobuk River to reach Shungnak. 


A 1,300-acre fire north of the Yukon River was about six miles 
west of the Alaska pipeline, but was moving away from it. Fire­ 
fighters concentrated their efforts on holding ihe fireline on the 
east side of the blaze to protect the pieline. 


Canton firefighters back on job 


Striking Canton, Ohio firefighters returned to work Sunday while 
contract negotiations with the city continued. Canton Professional 
Firefighters Local 249 President George Stafaniak said union 
members Saturday night voted in favor of ending their walkout 
after 79 of them were found guilty of contempt of court. “ Noncost 
items were discussed (by city and union bargaining agents Satur­ 
day),” said Stafaniak. “ Some erf them are being develop«!. Others 
are going to be worked out by the firefighter negotiating team, 
Mayor Stanley A. Cmich and (Fire) Chief Thomas V. Kilcullen. 
But they (firefighters) are back to work,” Stafaniak added, “ and 
we’ll continue on from there.”

China wants total 
U.S. Korea pullout 


China’s military attache in North Korea has demanded the pull- 
out of all U.S. military forces from South Korea “ immediately,” 
the New China News Agency said Sunday. It was the first Chinese 
comment on Korea since Defense Secretary Harold Brown visited 
Seoul last week to discuss President Carter’s proposed withdrawal 
of ground troops over the next four or five years. In Peking, 
Defense Minister Yeh Chien-ying promised to “ liberate” Taiwan 
and beef up the army to defend the country against the Soviet 
Union. He also pledged devotion to the principles of the late Com­ 
munist party chief Mao Tse-tung and loyalto to Mao’s successor, 
Hua Kuo-feng. 
The remarks by both officers came at rallies marking Monday’s 
50th anniversary of the founding of the Chinese People’s Liber­ 
ation Army. Celebrations have been underway in Peking for more 
than a week. The military attache in Pyongyang, Heh Lei, told a 
large gathering of North Korean generals that China firmly sup­ 
ports the “ independent and peaceful reunification” of the penin­ 
sula. “ The United States must stop its aggression and interference 
in Korea and immediately dissolve the United Nations Command, 
withdraw all its troops, nuclear weapons and military installations 
from South Korea,” Tieh said. 


Ethiopian troops fed to vultures 


Somali guerrillas Sunday claimed they killed thousands of So­ 
viet-backed Ethiopian troops in continued fighting for control of 
the Ogaden desert, then fed many of “ their bodies to the vul­ 
tures.” Somalia’s government news agency also accused the Eth­ 
iopians of killing women and children in the disputed area, kidnap­ 
ing thousands of civilians and forcing them to join the new “ pea­ 
sant army,” then gunning them down in battle when the bewildered 
recruits tried to retreat. Diplomatic sources said at the end of two 
months of fighting in Ethiopia’s southeast corner which erupted in 
early June, the guerrillas now appear to have effective control of 
around 60 per cent of the region, which comprises one-third of 
Ethiopia’s total land area.

Women rank 
as majority 
in colleges 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — Women 
outnumber men by 200,000 in univer­ 
sity undergraduate schools, and col­ 
lege enrollment among blacks has 
doubled since 1970, the Census Bureau 
reported Sunday. 
“ Women have become the majority 
group among young college students 
(less than 22 years of age),” a Census 
study of the nation’s school-age popu­ 
lation said. 
Last year, women made up 52 per 
cent of the undergraduate student 
body, outnumbering men by 200,000. 
In 1970, women college under­ 
graduates totaled 46 per cent and men 
outnumbered them by 400,000. 
WHEN ALL AGE groups attending 
college are counted, the study said, 
the 
number 
of 
women 
students 
climbed by about 300,000 between 1975 
and 1976, while no change in enroll­ 
ment was detected for men. 
Women accounted for 47 per cent of 
ail college students age 35 and young­ 
er last year, compared with 38 per 
cent in 1966. 
The number of blacks attending col­ 
lege when the study was made last 
October totaled nearly 1.1 million 
compared with 522,000 in 1970 and 
370,000 in 1966. 
Blacks are 10.7 per cent of all col­ 
lege students under 35, more than 
double the 4.6 per cent level in 1966, 
the study said. 
Other findings of the report were: 
• A total of 60.5 million persons age 
3 to 34 wept to school in 1976. 
• Nursery school enrollment de­ 
clined last year in both public and pri­ 
vate schools for the first time since 
the government began collecting such 
statistics in 1964. 
• Elementary 
school 
enrollment 
continues to decline as a result of the 
decrease in births in earlier years. 
• Enrollment in private elementary 
schools has dropped by one-third in 
the past decade. 
• The number of undergraduate 
students enrolled in four-year colleges 
rose slightly last year, but enrollment 
in two-year colleges remained about 
the same. 


Housing given 
top priority for 
flood victims 


JOHNSTON, Fa. (U P I) — The U.S. 
Dept, of Housing and Urban Devel­ 
opment says its “ ultimate concern” in 
the eight-county flood area is helping 
some 400 people still in mass care 
centers find alternate housing. 
A HUD spokeswoman said some 
mobile homes were already here, and 
at least 600 have been ordered. 
The mobile homes will be placed on 
private sites close to victims’ homes 
if possible, but “ there’s an awful lot 
of areas where people need mobile 
homes afid there’s no private sites to 
put them,” she said. 
SHE EM PHASIZED, however, that 
mobile home living is the last resort 
to rehouse flood victims. She said 
HUD prefers to help homeowners re­ 
pair damage or try to find private 
rental sites. 
HUD has received 2,000 applications 
for all types of assistance and expects 
more. 
On other recovery fronts, the Na­ 
tional Guard said cleanup is progress­ 
ing favorably, but “ it’s a slow, diffi­ 
cult task.”

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Soviet bombers destroyed: Egypt 


CAIRO (U P I) — Egyptian war­ 
planes destroyed a number of ad­ 
vanced Soviet long-range bombers ca­ 
pable of striking deep into Egypt and 
Sudan during the six-day border war 
with Libya, a state-controlled Cairo 
magazine said Sunday. 


Anis Mansour, editor of the weekly 
magazine October who is known to 
have close government connections, 
said the bombers were hit in a raid on 
the Kufra oasis, a desert caravan 
crossroads 500 miles south of the 
Mediterranean and near the Libya- 
Egypt border. 
The Egyptian claim came on the 
eve of Sec. of State Cyrus Vance’s ar­ 
rival at Alexandria on the first leg of 
a Middle East swing to determine 
whether there is any chance of calling 
a new Arab-Israeli Geneva confer­ 
ence. 


MANSOUR WROTE: “ At A1 Kufra 
there were advanced Soviet bombers 
capable of striking deep into Egypt 


and Sudan. They were totally de­ 
stroyed on the ground.” 


Although he did not describe the 
type of aircraft, the Libyans were re­ 
ported three months ago by neutral 
Arab sources to have received from 
the Soviet Union 12 Tupolev 23 Blin­ 
ders. U.S. reconnaissance planes have 
photographed at least one Blinder fly­ 
ing with Libyan markings. 
The Blinders were reported last 
May to be based at the former U.S. 
Wheelus air base east of Tripoli. 


THE CLAIM TO have destroyed the 
Soviet bombers is in addition to ear­ 
lier official Egyptian claims in the 
July 19-24 fighting to have destroyed 
at least eight other aircraft, more 
than 40 tanks, 50 military vehicles, 
two radar stations and captured 42 
soldiers and saboteurs. 
Another Egyptian magazine, Rose 
E l Youssef, reported Saturday that 
Cuban troops had fought for Libya 
during the war, which ended seven 


days ago with a unilateral Egyptian 
cease-fire still unrecognized by Lib­ 
yan ruler Col. Moammar Khadafy. 
Mansour wrote that Egypt used 
World War II Soviet T34 tanks to beat 
Libya’s later T54 and T55 models “ be­ 
cause we have combat skill and 
Khadafy does not.” 
HE REPORTED Egypt sent flights 
of 24 and 22 warplanes against the 
Tobruk airbase near the Mediterra­ 
nean coast, the scene of some of the 
fiercest fighting of the war. 
Egypt admits losing two Soviet- 
made Sukhoi fighter-bombers in the 
raids. One Egyptian air force officer 
was captured, and Libya later report­ 
ed he told his captors he took off from 
Sudan. 
Mansour said the Libyans had been 
told that “ unless intimidation of the 
captured Egyptian pilot stops, the Eg­ 
yptians and everyone else will be 
shown the Libyan prisoners and hear 
from them the strangest and most in­ 
human stories.”

“ What I asked the President and 
the United States government is not to 
come out with any positions on these 
three basic issues,” said Rabin, Is­ 
rael’s 
ambassador 
to Washington 
from 1968 to 1973. He said he thought 
relations between the two nations are 
rooted so deeply they can afford to 
argue. 
Only when the two countries coordi­ 
nated their policies beforehand were 
the 1974 troop disengagement pacts 
with Egypt and Syria negotiated suc­ 
cessfully, he said. 


THE IMPLICATION was that this 
marked a contrast to the present situ­ 
ation. 
“ I warned (Carter) that unless 
there will be real and free negotia­ 
tions at the Geneva peace conference 
and that the United States should not 
come out with any substantive posi­ 
tions, I don’t see how the Geneva 
peace conference can bring about a 
real movement (towards peace),” Ra­ 
bin said. 


“ I’m afraid that this time the 
United States has taken a position 
that in a way will limit Israel’s free­ 
dom of maneuverability if and when 
the Geneva peace conference will be 
reconvened,” he said at another point. 
“ I don’t believe any Arab leader 
would dare to move beyond the Amer­ 
ican position,” Rabin said. “ And since 
the American position is on the ques­ 
tion of boundaries and the question of 
recognizing a Palestinian entity . . . it 
brings about from the very beginning 
a Geneva peace conference that is 
bound to bring about a deadlock. 


“ AND IF YOU create very high ex­ 
pectations that this peace conference 
will solve something, it again is bound 
to bring about big disappointment, 
frustration and who knows what will 
follow it?” 


He said it “ is my suspicion” Israel 
would be blamed for a failure of the 
Geneva talks, particularly if there is 
a confrontation in the Swiss confer­ 
ence hall between Israel and the 
United States. 
Rahin said Begin, in his White 
House talks nearly two weeks ago, 
chose to ignore the differences with 
Carter on the issues of borders and a 
Palestinian homeland in a policy 
aimed only at getting the Geneva con­ 
ference reconvened. The conference 
was first begun in December 1973. 


Begin returned from the United 
States lauding Carter as a man and as 
a leader, saying he ended the con­ 
frontation with Washington caused by 
Rabin in the March talks. Rabin did 
not 
appear 
bitter 
about 
Begin’s 
charges. 
“ I believe that to go there (Geneva) 
and to have the argument there be­ 
tween the United States and Israel in­ 
terwoven in the argument betwreen Is­ 
rael and the Arab countries while the 
Soviet Union is there might bring re- - 
lations between Israel and the United 
States to an even sharper con­ 
frontation,” Rabin said. 


the Geneva parley can be resumed as 
early as October, Vance has been hed­ 
ging on the timetable for it to open. 
Vance arrives in Alexandria on 
Monday afternoon, Egyptian time, to 
hold discussions with President An­ 
war Sadat. He also will go to Leba­ 
non, Syria, Jordan, Saudi Arabia and 
Israel before returning to Washington. 
Vance toured the Middle East in 
February and Carter then invited 
each major leader from the area to 
Washington to work out a common 
ground for direct Arab-Israeli talks.

T EL AVIV, Israel (U P I) — Former 
Prime Minister Yitzhan Rabin says 
President Carter has undermined Is­ 
rael’s position at any future Geneva 
peace conference by speaking out in 
favor of Israel’s withdrawal from oc­ 
cupied Arab territory and creation of 
a Palestinian homeland. 
The American position is bound to 
bring about a deadlock at Geneva, 
Rabin said in ar. interview with U PI. 
He said Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin’s policy of shelving Israel’s dis­ 
pute with Washington on this issue 
and going to Geneva before coordinat­ 
ing U.S. and Israel policies will only 
postpone 
“ an even sharper con­ 
frontation” with the United States at 
the conference. 


RABIN, 55, spoke in his new, small 
office in the defense ministry com­ 
pound, less than a week after Begin’s 
return from a 10-day visit to the 
United States. He smoked heavily, 
picking cigaret-s from a green onyx 
box on his desk. 
Rabin, whose Labor party was de­ 
feated by Begin in the May 17 election 
and swept from 29 years of power, at­ 
tacked his successor for ignoring the 
very problems with Washington he 
tried to solve during his March meet­ 
ing with Carter. 
On his return from Washington Be­ 
gin charged that Rabin — who served 
as prime minister from June 1974 to 
June 1977 — plunged U.S.-Israeli rela­ 
tions into confrontation by insisting on 
a joint policy before peace talks be­ 
gin. 


RABIN S REMARKS highlighted a 
fundamental difference between him 
and Begin: the labor government’s 
willingness to risk a confrontation 
with Washington over how best to ap­ 
proach a Middle East peace settle­ 
ment. Begin has said there is no need 
for “ peace treaties” with Washington. 
Rabin took the risk in March. It was 
after those talks that Carter said Is­ 
rael should withdraw to the frontiers 
that existed before the 1967 Middle 
East war, with only minor adjust­ 
ments, and urged the creation of a 
Palestinian state. Israel opposes both 
positions. 
Carter’s statements marked a dras­ 
tic shift in U.S. policy from that of the 
Nixon 
administration, 
which 
had 
agreed, Rabin said, not to spell out its 
positions on the Middle East conflict. 
“ We would like the Geneva peace 
conference to be real, free negotia­ 
tions between the parties to the con­ 
flict . . . but not to undermine Israel’s 
freedom of negotiation by coming out 
and committing the United States to 
specific positions on these three is­ 
sues,” he said. 
THE THREE ISSUES are the na­ 
ture of peace, boundaries and a solu­ 
tion to the Palestinian issue. Washing­ 
ton and Israel agree only on the first 
— that the nature of peace should 
mean a complete settlement to in­ 
clude diplomatic relations between Is­ 
rael and the Arabs. 
Rabin said he tried to persuade Car­ 
ter in March not to publicly define the 
U.S. position or even to divulge it pri­ 
vately to the Arabs because it would 
mean setting prior conditions for Is­ 
rael before the Geneva conference got 
underway.

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Racial fights in Okinawa 
Marine melee spurs watch

KIN, Okinawa (UPI) — U.S. military authorities enforced a 
curfew and stepped up patrols Sunday to defuse increased racial 
tension since a recent incident in which two white Marines were 
slashed with a razor in a confrontation with five blacks. 
Tightened security measures centered on a maze of narrow 
streets and alleys filled with bars and nightclubs in the village of 
Kin opposte the main gate of Camp Hansen. 
The camp holds about one-fourth of the more than 20,000 
U.S. Marines based on the Japanese island of Okinawa, 1,000 miles 
south of Tokyo in the China Sea. 
MARINE COMMANDERS ordered a 1 a.m. curfew, conducted 
spot checks at base gates for weapons and ordered dozens of 
uniformed patrols led by officers and senior sergeants into the 
area. Kin was thronged with off-duty Marines who had just re­ 
ceived end-of-the-month paychecks. 
A Marine spokesman said when the alert ended at dawn Sunday, 
three outbreaks of fighting involving blacks and whites had been 
reported off and on the base and there had been one alleged 
robbery in which a white marine was forced to turn $50 over to 
two blacks in a nightclub. One marine was treated for minor 
injuries at the base dispensary and released. 
Marine officials were reluctant to discuss details 
of incidents. 
Commanders sought to play down arty racial overtones during 
interviews, saying fist fights and scuffles among both white and 
black troops in the area of sleazy bars and hotels are not uncom­ 
mon. 
BUT THEY ADMITTED concern over a doubling of assault and 
robbery incidents involving Marines in recent weeks, as well as the 
use of knives and beer bottles as weapons. 
“Things are tense and it is racial,” said an enlisted Marine 
sitting against the wall outside a bar frequented by blacks and 
Puerto Ricans, a can of lemon soda laced with vodka in his hand. 
“If everything is cool like the officers say, why are we having 
all these muggings and other incidents?” 
“I’ll tell you how some brothers feel,” said another black Ma­ 


rine. He held up a clenched fist. 
“If there is a fight, they are not going to use this,” he said. 
“They’ll use something else. They may lose seven years for man­ 
slaughter but the other dude will lose a whole lifetime. 
ENLISTED MARINES say tension increased since the July 5 
incident in which the two whites were beaten and slashed after 
they were halted in an alley by five blacks and refused a demand 
for money. Both required hospital treatment. 
The incident was not publicized but word spread quickly among 
troops. Brig. Gen. Kenneth L. Robinson, commander of Marine 
facilities on Okinawa, ordered an editorial titled “Violence Plagues 
Marines” run in the weekly newspaper circulated among the 
troops. 
The editorial made no mention of race, but said that ‘ between 
fighting among ourselves and stealing from one another, it seems 
as if there isn’t much time left to do the job we have been sent 
here to do.” 
IT NOTED THERE had been seven robberies, one for more than 
$2,400, over a four-month period at a new USO club that was 
completed at Camp Hansen last year. Marine offices said the facil­ 
ity is now kept under guard because of “conetinuing problems of 
vandalism and other violations. 
White Marines in the bar area at the village of Kin said in 
interviews groups of blacks have victimized some whites in the 
past two months. 
Blacks, who make up about 19 per cent of the Marines based on 
Okinawa, complained of incidents of harassment by groups of 
“white vigilantes” at clubs frequented mainly by blacks. 
Maj. Gen. Adolph G. Schwenk, who took over as the senior Ma­ 
rine commander on the island two weeks ago, went to the area 
Saturday night to supervise the security activities. 
In an interview earlier, he said Marine authorities have become 
conscious of racial friction since the November 1976 outbreak of 
fighting between blacks and a Marine Ku Klux Klan organization 
at Camp Pendleton, Calif., but maintained problems are not of 
that scope here.

Expect Carter to ask law 
letting illegal aliens stay 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Carter will propose this week that 
millions of illegal aliens be given stat­ 
us which would let them remain in 
America lawfully, sources said Sun­ 
day. 
Carter still is making final decisions 
on the legislation. But through sources 
both in the administration and on 
Capitol Hill, UPI learned that it prob­ 
ably will contain provisions on: 
• Adjustment of status. This would 
permit illegal aliens who were in the 
United States prior to 1970 to remain 
here and apply for U.S. citizenship. It 
is believed that fewer than 6ne million 
illegal aliens were in the United 
States prior to 1970. 
• Nondeportable status. This would 
allow illegal aliens who entered the 
United States between 1970 and Jan. 
1, 1977, to remain here with five-year 
work permits. 


Morristown owls 


wa«£e war on rats 


MORRISTOWN, N.J. (UPI) — Mor­ 
ristown officials now have a new ally 
to fight a growing number of rats in 
their town: owls. 
Six barn owls, supplied by the Rap­ 
tor Assn., a nonprofit organization 
caring for young or injured birds of 
prey, began this weekend what the of­ 
ficials hope will be a lifetime of hunt­ 
ing rats. 
Owls’ main diet consists of rats. 
The six owls were used as part of a 
project to see whether the rat popu­ 
lation in the own could be reduced 
with the use of natural predators. 
Leonard Soucy, a spokesman for the 
Raptor Assn., said four of the owls 
were 16-week-old orphans turned over 
to his group until they became old 
enough to fend for themselves. The 
rest were injured adult birds nursed 
back to health by the association. 
Soucy said all six owls carried iden­ 
tification tags. He said the association 
is asking local residents not to harm 
the owls. 


• Employer sanctions. A firm could 
be fined $1,000 for each alien em­ 
ployed. There are no penalties. 
• Improved patrols along the 2,000 
mile Mexican-U.S. border. 
• Foreign aid. An undetermined 
amount of “labor-intensive” aid would 
go to Mexico and other countries to 
help create jobs, thus easing the need 
for their citizens to cross the U.S. bor­ 
der in search of work. 


The sources said although Carter is 
expected to send the message to Con­ 
gress in mid-week, there is little 
chance the package will be enacted 
this year. Among other things, time- 
consuming hearings would have to be 
held. 


The message is aimed at cutting off 
the flow of the hundreds of thousands 
of aliens — “braceros” — who cross 
U.S. borders each year to work at cut- 
rate wages. The sources said in­ 
ducements in the program are de­ 
signed to help the U.S. government 
get an accurate count on the number 
of working aliens. 
“Adjustment of status” legislation 
for aliens has been on the law books 
for many years, but the current cut­ 
off date is 1948, which means it does 
not affect many persons. 
Under 
Carter’s 
proposal, 
those 


a l i e n s of “nondeportable status” 
would 
be 
allowed 
to 
work, 
but 
would'nt be permitted to vote or re­ 
ceive 
other 
federal 
benefits, 
the 
sources said. 
ONE ANTICIPATED problem is 
how to account for aliens. The sources 
said some persons have suggested re­ 
quiring aliens to obtain a work card, 
but that probably will be rejected by 
civil liberties groups as too close to a 
national identification card. 
Rep. Peter Rodino, D-N.J., chair­ 
man. of the House Judiciary Com­ 
mittee, who conferred with Carter last 
week, favors making employers who 
hire illegal aliens liable for criminal 
charges. The sources said, however, 
that Carter will propose only civil 
charges. 


Under the Carter legislation, em­ 
ployers charged with employing ille­ 
gal aliens could defend themselves by 
saying aliens gave them forged docu­ 
ments. The sources said that leaves 
unsettled the matter of how to deal 
with aliens who use forged docu­ 
ments. 
The legislation would deal leniently 
with employers on the first offense, 
and would be aimed primarily at 
those showing a “pattern of practice” 
of hiring illegal aliens, the sources 
said.

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71/2-week-old strike may be over 
Vault workers’ pact vote today 


The 7 ^ week-old strike by burial 
vault workers that has held up some 
2,500 burials in the Chicago area could 
end today when workers vote on a 
tentative contract agreement reached 
Friday. , 
The strike, which has idled some 
120 workers and vault delivery driv­ 
ers, has caused problems for numer­ 
ous area funeral homes, although 
most Northwest suburban homes said 
Sunday the strike has not caused sev­ 
ere inconveniences. 


One home, Kolssak of Wheeling, has 
been able to complete all burials de­ 
spite the strike because of vault deliv­ 
eries from Wisconsin and Indiana 
companies. 
“WE HAVE supplied all our fami­ 
lies,” a spokesman for the home said 
Sunday. “We’ve been fortunate, al­ 
though we’ve held our breaths until 
the time we got to the cemetery, but 
the vaults were there.” 
Vandalism has been a problem dur­ 
ing the strike, the spokesman added, 
with some cemeteries finding vaults 


they had on hand damaged during the 
labor dispute. 
Area funeral directors said they had 
sufficient space in their buildings to 
store the bodies, which they said were 
kept from decomposing by routine 
embalming procedures. 
A spokesman for Friedrichs Funer­ 
al Home, Mount Prospect, said van­ 
dalism of vaults has prevented the 
home from circumventing the strike. 
However, the home has only six bur­ 
ials to complete. 
The spokesman said some funerals 
have been completed using grave 
boxes rather than the more expensive, 
air-tight vaults. 


J.L. POOLE Funeral Home in Pala­ 
tine reported Sunday eight burials to 
be completed, although a spokesman 
added the strike “hasn’t been much of 
a problem.” 


A spokesman for Ahlgrim and Sons 
F u n e r a l Home in Palatine and 
Schaumburg said the home has about 
18 burials to complete. “It really 


Baby boom due? 
School officials 


i 
keep close watch

West Oaks Drive in Des Plaines 
is jammed this summer with tots 
on Big Wheels. 
At nearby Dee Park, young 
mothers 
pushing strollers see 
plenty of preschoolers running un­ 
derfoot. What they can’t under­ 
stand is why school officials con­ 
tinue talking about declining en­ 
rollment and the need to close 
schools. 
Their 
backyard 
observations 
are confirmed by population ex­ 
perts who are forecasting the 
start of a baby boom in the mid 
1980s of the magnitude the United 
States experienced after World 
War II. 
AT P R E S E N T , however, 
schools in many Northwest subur­ 
ban communities are emptying in 
phenomenal numbers and officials 
say it would be financially un­ 
sound to keep open half-filled 
schools for 10 or 20 years on the 
possibility that there may be an­ 
other baby boom. 
“They may be expecting a baby 
boom nationally, but we’re not ex­ 
pecting 
it 
in Illinois,” 
Dave 
Ellsworth, researcher for the Illi­ 
nois Office of Education, said. 
Agreeing with Ellsworth’s “it 
can’t happen here” philosophy, lo- 
cql school officials say they will 
continue closing schools and dis­ 
missing teachers as the present 
declining enrollment situation ne­ 
cessitates. 
Enrollment in Elk Grove Town­ 
ship Dist. 59, for instance, has 
dropped 14.3 per cent during the 
past five years and adminis­ 
trators expect it to fall off another 
38 per cent diming the coming 
decade, leaving dozens of empty 
classrooms. 
“If we leave all the buildings 
open or mothballed for 18 or 15 
years the people will be hanging 
us in effigy and well they should,” 
Dist. 59 Board Pres. Harold Har­ 
vey said. 
BUT SCHOOL officials do re­ 
main wary of any population fig­ 
ures, and every move they make 
is viewed as temporary. 
Most of the schools closed in the 
area are being rented, rather than 
sold or tom down in case another 
population swell does materialize. 
University 
of 
Michigan 
de­ 
mographer Ronald Lee is one ex­ 
pert forecasting the start of a 
baby boom in the mid* 1980s which 
will culminate a decade or so lat­ 
er when the average woman will 
have between 3 and 3.5 children. 
That would come dose to the 
peak fertility rate reached in 1957, 
when the average family had 3.75 
children. Currently, the fertility 
rate is at 1.76. 
Even if family sire remains 
stable, the United States will see 
a large increase in births within 
the next 15 years, Philip Hauser, 
director of the Population Re­ 
search Center at the University of 
Chicago, said.' 
MANY OF THOSE bom in the 
post World War II baby boom who 
put off having children are now 
nearing 30 and deciding it’s time 
to start a family, he said. 
To substantiate this, Hauser 
points to a 6 per cent national in­ 
crease in the number of births 
during the first quarter of 1977 
compared to a year ago. North­ 
west suburban hospitals report an 


8.7 per cent increase in births for 
the first three months of this year 
compared to last year. 
The trend shows every sign of 
continuing, Hauser said. 
While acknowledging that the 
number of births is on the rise, 
school officials insist that enroll- 
m e n t in Northwest suburban 
schools will never again be what 
it was in the early 1960s when 
schools were pushed beyond their 
intended capacities. 
The cost of housing in most 
area villages is so high that young 
people with three of four children 
cannot afford to live here, Dist. 
59’s Harvey said. 
“UNLESS WE SEE a real in­ 
crease in the real income of indi­ 
viduals we aren’t going to see an­ 
other 
baby 
boom,” 
Ellsworth 
said. “Inflation keeps eating up 
any gain in workers’ salaries and 
the price of housing is going to 
keep both men and women work­ 
ing.” 
Also, lifestyles and priorities 
have changed and young people 
do not feel the same pressure to 
have children they once did, Har­ 
vey said. 
The problem is that because of 
housing costs and the increasing 
tendency of older couples to re­ 
main in their homes long after 
their children are grown, the 
schools are not where the babies 
are: in the newer subdivisions in 
Schaumburg, 
Hoffman 
Estates 
and Buffalo Grove. 
AS CRUCIAL AS whether there 
will be enough schools if another 
baby boom hits is whether there 
will be enough teachers. 
In the past two years Northwest 
suburban school districts have 
dismissed about 285 teachers be­ 
cause of declining enrollment and 
the trend is continuing. 
Teachers who have lost their 
jobs and recent education gradu­ 
ates who cannot find teaching jobs 
are turning to other fields. Within 
two years they will be secure in 
these other fields and will no long­ 
er be part of the available teacher 
pool, said Earl Hoffman, associ­ 
ate professor of elementary edu­ 
cation at Northern Illinois Univer­ 
sity. 
At the same time, fewer stu­ 
dents are enrolling in teacher edu­ 
cation programs. The number of 
elementary 
teacher 
candidates 
graduated from Northern alone 
has dropped from 937 in 1972 to 
298 in 1976, Hoffman said. 
“Administrators and counselors 
should bear in mind that it takes 
four or five years for a college 
student to achieve teacher certifi­ 
cation,” he said. “With a greater 
demand for teachers and a small­ 
er number available in the years 
ahead, perhaps it would not be un­ 
wise to direct and counsel good 
high school students toward the 
teacher’s profession.”

Library adds to periodical service 


The collection of magazines and 
newspapers available to users of the 
libraries in the North Suburban Li- 
b r a r y System has been almost 
doubled with the acquisition of a large 
periodical bank formerly owned and 
operated by the Associated Colleges of 
the Midwest. 
Library patrons will now have ac­ 
cess to the 2,200 periodical titles most 
frequently used. The consolidated col­ 
lection is one of the two largest peri­ 
odical banks in the nation. 
The newly-acquired collection will 
be known as the Metropolitan Period­ 
ical Service and, for the present, will 
continue to be operated separately 
from the system’s existing periodical 
collection, called Central Serials Ser­ 


vice. 
None of the magazines and news­ 
papers in either collection circulate 
but are chiefly in microform, from 
which photocopies are made on the 
same day requests are received. 
Library card holders in the 41 pub­ 
lic libraries that are members of the 
North Suburban Library System and 
in the 130 affiliated college, school 
and special libraries may get copies 
of request articles through their own 
local libraries. Requests that can be 
filled by Central Serials Service will 
be handled there; others will be re­ 
ferred to the Metropolitan Periodical 
Service. A consolidated list of the 
holdings in both collections is being 
developed to facilitate the process.

of Commonwealth Edison. 
That is cause for alarm to the anti- 
nuclear groups, but Stanbrough says 
it is one of the reasons Chicago weath­ 
ered the past winter so well. He said 
three coal-fired plants had to be shut 
down because coal stockpiles were 
frozen and couldn’t be broken up for 
use as fuel. The nuclear plants oper­ 
ated without problem. 


And then there are the costs. Com­ 
monwealth Edison contends nuclear 
power costs almost 20 per cent less 
than energy generated from a coal-or 
oil-fired plant. 


BRIAN ZANK, works in Edison’s 
Dresden plant near Morris. He doesn’t 
think he’s taking any chances. “ I live 
right over here,” he said. “ I ’ve been 
in the industry for 11 years now. It is 
exciting, it is challenging and it is 
certainly controversial. I have no in­ 
tention of leaving it.” 


But the anti-nuclear forces can be 
just as convincing. Sincere people who 
have given years to the controversy, 
they seem to be selfless in their dedi­ 
cation. 


Chicago’s David Comey, executive 
director of Citizens for a Better Envi­ 
ronment is not diplomatic about his 
opponents. He minces no words, call­ 
ing Commonwealth Edison “ patholog­ 
ical” in its commitment to nuclear 
power. 


“ Theirs is an ideological com­ 
mitment. It has nothing to do with ra­ 
tional thinking,’’ Comey said. 


A NATIONAL FIG U RE in the anti- 
nuclear movement, Comey ^ays he is 
convinced nuclear power is doomed, 


Reactor is silent 


% 
The Dresden nuclear power station 
is strangely silent. There is no chugg­ 
ing or whirring or clanking of equip­ 
ment. 


That’s because the heat that drives 
th e 
power 
producing 
equipment 
comes from a nuclear reaction. The 
heart of Dresden, and every other nu­ 
clear station, is the fuel core, where 
fissioning produces temperatures up 
to 4,000 degrees fahrenheit. 


In the United States, there are basi­ 
cally two types of nuclear reactors. In 
boiling water reactors like Dresden 
water boils to steam directly in the 
reactor vessel. In pressurized water 
reactors like the Zion station, the 
heated water goes through a heat ex­ 
change process, boiling a separate 


predicting a combination of public 
and financial pressures will bring its 
downfall. 


“ I would give nuclear energy anoth­ 
er two years,” he said, noting that the 
tide has begun to turn in the past two 
years. He predicted General Electric 
will be out of the nuclear field by the 
end of next year, with Westinghouse 
following shortly thereafter. 


The general public has not followed 
the issue because it is technical. 
Many people do not understand how a 
nuclear reactor works, and talk of 
meltdowns, low-level radiation and 
plutonium are an instant turn-off for 
most.

The nuclear es­ 
tablishment is firmly entrenched. A 
battle is brewing, and our futures are 
at stake.

The fuel core 
is surrounded by a reactor vessel with 
walls 6 to 8 inches thick. This is sur­ 
rounded by a shield of steel and rein­ 
forced concrete about 10 feet thick. 
All of this is enclosed in a contain­ 
ment shield of concrete. 


M ALVILLE, France (U PI)-Police 
and demonstrators clashed Sunday at 
a massive march against the multina­ 
tional Super Phenix nuclear breeder 
reactor, leaving one protestor dead 
and others maimed by exploding tear 
gas grenades. 
An estimated 25,000 European envi­ 
ronmentalists marched on the south­ 
eastern France construction site in 
pouring rain in defiance of a police 
ban, charging the plutonium-based re­ 


actor being built jointly by France, 
West Germany and Italy was a health 
threat. 
The demonstration, the largest anti- 
nuclear protest ever staged in France, 
was organized as an 
“ absolutely 
peaceful” protest. But it erupted into 
violence when about 100 extremists 
charged police barricades three miles 
from the reactor and began hurling 
rocks and firebombs at the officers, 
observers said. 


POLICE RESPONDED to the at­ 
tack by helmeted and stick-waving 
demonstrators with tear gas grenades 
and smoke bombs. 


One demonstrator had an arm torn 
off by the explosion of a gas grenade 
and another lost a leg in a similar 
blast. A policeman’s hand was ripped 
off by another grenade, authorities re­ 
ported. 


Officials said the only fatality was a 


French demonstrator, Vital Miehalon, 
31. Rescuers said the victim bore no 
signs of violence and speculated he 
suffered a heart attack. 


The governor of France's south­ 
eastern Isere District, Rene Jannin, 
said five policemen and about 100 
demonstrators were injured in the 
clash. Five protesters were arrested, 
he said. 


“ THAT IS THE official casualty list 


of this demonstration,” Jannin said in 
a statement praising police handling 
of the protest. “ One can now say the 
affair is terminated.” 
The protesters — mostly members 
of French, Italian, Swiss and West 
German Ecological groups — arrived 
in the Malville area in the foothills of 
the Alps by the busload Saturday to 
demonstrate against the hazards of 
possible leakage of deadly plutonium 
from the reactor. 


Police searched vehicles entering 
the area and said they found guns, 
iron bars, helmets and gas masks. 
They also said wire cutters, presum­ 
ably to be used to snip the electrified 
fence surrounding the reactor, were 
discovered. 
The Super Phenix reactor, sched­ 
uled to be completed in 1982-83, would 
be the largest commercial fast bree­ 
der reactor in Europe, producing 8 
billion kilowatts of power per hour. 


Morris has no trouble with reactor 


People in the sleepy town of Morris, 
50 miles southwest of Chicago, could 
be blown off the map in a dozen ways. 
That’s why Commonwealth Edison's 
Dresden nuclear power station, lo­ 
cated about 8 miles from town, 
doesn't bother them. Despite the re­ 
cent proliferation of literature on the 
dangers of nuclear power, the people 
of Morris are content to view the mas­ 
sive power station as a source of jobs, 
tax money and future development. 


“ It's not that we’re unconcerned,” 
said Eugene Sorenson, planning offi­ 
cer for Grundy County, of which Mor­ 
ris is the county seat. “ It’s just that 
we have many other things that are 
just as deadly.” 


THE 
ILLINO IS 
Waterway 
cuts 
through Morris and a dozen or more 
barges pass through the town of 8,200 
each day. “ Just one barge carries 
about 100,000 gallons of gasoline,” So­ 
renson said. “ One mishap with one of 


those could have a very disastrous ef­ 
fect.” 
Then there are the highways and 
railroads, traversed daily by trucks 
and trains carrying flammable liquids 
and poisonous gases. Sorenson said 
these may pose a greater threat than 
Dresden to the citizens of Morris be­ 
cause they are virtually unregulated. 
Nuclear reactors, for all their poten­ 
tial dangers, are continually moni­ 
tored and checked by trained special­ 
ists. 
A t t i t u d e s around Morris have 
changed since the Dresden plant was 
built in the late 1950s. At that time the 
local people viewed the plant as the 
ultimate power source, the great hope 
for the future. 
The people of Morris no longer 
think nuclear power holds all the an­ 
swers, but they think it is a good tem­ 
porary solution. “ What are we going 
to do if we don't build them,” said 79- 
year-old Charles Hansen, saying he 


did not understand what all the hub­ 
bub was about. “ I ain’t afraid of 
them. Neither is anyone else.” 


Dresden has expanded twice since it 
first opened in 1960. Started as a 200 
megawatt reactor, expansion in 1970 
and 1971 brought power levels up to 
1,800 megawatts. 
TWO OTHER nuclear stations are 
already under construction in the 
area. To the south a 2,240 megawatt 
plant is being built near Braidwood 
and in neighboring LaSalle County, 
Commonwealth Edison is constructing 
two 1,078, megawatt units at a station 
five miles from the Illinois River near 
Seneca. 


The availability of cooling water 
from the nearby Illinois and Kan­ 
kakee Rivers is one reason why the 
Morris area is getting so many nucle­ 
ar stations. Moreover, the town is 
only an hour’s drive from Chicago 
and the area has a sparse population. 


Commonwealth Edison has tried to 
make friends, mounting a massive 
public relations campaign to get the 
people on th-jir side. Starting back in 
1960 when Dresden opened, the com­ 
pany began inviting officials and any 
interested groups to tour the facility. 
School children made regular trips 
through Dresden, and a permanent 
tour center was built to assist the pro­ 
gram. 


Although new federal regulations 
put an end to the plant tours May 25, 
the effect of the campaign is apparent 
throughout the community. Everyone 
has been there and everyone is sure it 
is safe. 


I ’VE BEEN to the place and I've 
never had any adverse comments at 
all,” said Morris Mayor Donald Da­ 
vidson. “ I'm sure the school board 
and the county board are glad it is 
here because of taxes. It is a great 
help that way.”

King marchers 
ask parade OK 


After 11 years9 ‘Vm scared to death?

The Martin iAither King Jr. coali­ 
tion today will seek a Chicago parade 
permit 
allowing 
them 
to 
march 
through the all-white Marquette Park 
neighborhood Aug. 13. 
Officials of the coalition Saturday 
said they canceled a march to protest 
racial discrimination in the area Sat­ 
urday because of an injunction issued 
Friday prohibiting a march. The 
group had not obtained a city parade 
permit for the planned march. 
Police arrested about 25 persons 
who ignored orders to disperse after 
the march was called off. Also ar­ 
rested were several members of the 
National Socialist Party after police 
found piles of rocks and bottles in 
their headquarters at 2519 W. 71st St. 
ABOUT 20 BLACKS had attempted 
a similar march July 23 under the 
coalition’s direction, but were stopped 
by Chicago police. Violence erupted 
that 
Saturday 
as 
blacks 
driving 
through Marquette Park were pelted 
With bottles and bricks. 
“We will rescind because of the in­ 
junction. We will organize to make 
the march more effective,” said Tom 
Bey-sun, the coalition's spiritual min­ 
ister. 
“We wanted to do the things that 
are right. When we get an order (al­ 
lowing a march) we will march. We 


were told today we would be ar­ 
rested,” said the Rev. Marl Velasco, 
another coalition leader. 
The march was supposed to have 
begun at 1:30 p.m. Saturday from the 
coalition headquarters, which is only 
1V2 miles from Marquette Park. 
The coalition expected several thou­ 
sand to march from its headquarters, 
but only about 200 showed up, Valesco 
said. 
LESS THAN 20 were seen outside 
the headquarters Saturday afternoon, 
as 
march 
time 
approached 
and 
passed. 
The coalition decision not to march 
Saturday followed a visit from Chi­ 
cago Police Dept. Deputy Supt. Sam­ 
uel Nolan who said he met with coali­ 
tion leaders to make sure they had 
the court injunction and understood 
what it meant. 
M e a n w h i l e , hundreds of white 
youths gathered in Marquette Park 
awaiting any blacks who ventured 
into the neighborhood. Squads of po­ 
lice surrounded the park and ordered 
crowds away from the area where 
coalition marchers were expected to 
march. Police also kept crowds away 
from the Nazi headquarters. 
The whites eventually dispersed 
without any major confrontations with 
the police. 
Symbols of hatred were in Marquette Park Saturday even though a march by the Dr. Martin Luther King Jr., 
Coalition was called off. 


It was a subdued atmosphere along 
Ashland Avenue Saturday as young 
blacks gathered to march into the 
white Marquette Park neighborhood 
IV2 miles away. 
Children rode their bikes up and 
down the dilapidated street. A con­ 
cession stand featuring 35-cdnt hot 
dogs was set up in the furniture ware­ 
house at 6430 S. Ashland where the 
Martin Luther King Jr. Coalition has 
made its headquarters. 
But Mattie McKinnon didn't come to 
Ashland Avenue to march, she came 
to do some protesting of her own. 


THE THREAT OF A MARCH by 
coalition leader the Rev. Alexander I. 
Dunlap and a fear of accompanying 
violence caused Holy Family Hospital 
in Marquette Park to send Ms. 
McKinnon, a nurse’s assistant, home 
from her job Saturday. She was ang­ 
ry. 
“Does he know what he’s doing to 
the people there,” she asked as she 
waited to confront Dunlap outside his 
headquarters at 6430 S. Ashland. 
“He’s putting our lives in danger 
there. 
Everybody’s 
nervous 
over 
there,” she said of the approximately 
25 blacks who work at the hospital, 
2701 W. 68th St. Ms. MeKinnon was 
the only black to report to work Satur­ 
day, she said. 
The rest were scared away by the 
threat of violence prompted by the 
march. 
“I don't see any sense in it, he is 
not accomplishing anything, he should 
call it off. Eleven years I worked 
there, now I’m scared to death,” she 
said. 
BLACKS AT THE hospital were 
never harassed by whites until last 
week when the coalition first at­ 
tempted a march, said Ms. McKinnon, 
who lives at S. 79th Street and Racine 
Avenue. 
“Wa havft homes to nav for. kids to 


raise, what is he doing this for,” said 
Ms. McKinnon. “This is a damn 
shame.” 
After lengthy discussion with coali­ 
tion members, Ms. McKinnon was es­ 


corted into the headquarters, but was 
not allowed to talk to Dunlap. 
Emerging from the furniture ware­ 
house and heading home, she said 
“They told me I was brainwashed.”

There is a character in Greenwich 
Village who is giving panhandling a 
bad name. He teaches a course in 
begging. Mooching in public is an art 
form. Like riding a unicycle on a 
tightwire. The student does it right 
the first time or breaks his neck. 
Omar takes $100 for five classroom 
lessons and two on-the-street trials. 
He averages 50 students per week, 
which makes Omar’s income tax re­ 
turn a fascinating story. 
My interest in this is that a surly 
city editor once assigned me to spend 
Christmas on the Bowery, begging for 
coins and sleeping in a 35-cent flop­ 
house. I wasn’t traumatized. The soil­ 
ed clothing, the whispered plea with 
the hand out, brought fascinating res­ 
ponses from men and women: 


“GET A JOB.” “Outta my way.” 
“You oughtta be in jail.” “Shame, 
you dirty bum.” “You wanna a quar­ 
ter. Work for it like I did.” “Give up 
the booze and take a bath.” “I can 
never find a cop when I want one.” 
Panhandling is not a profession. 
There are lessons and there are tests. 
It is humbling to flunk begging. Many 
of the students have bachelor degrees 
and masters’. Some of the psy­ 
chologists know more about the mark 
than the sucker knows about himself. 
They used to say, “Please mister. 
Gimme a dime for a cup of coffee.” 
Time and inflation have altered the 
approach. In New York they now say, 
“Please gimme four and a quarter for 
a pound of coffee.” Or, if the sucker 
admires honesty: “I’m desperate for 
two ninety-nine for a half-gallon of 
muscatel.” 
Most families are afflicted with at 
least one pro. He’s the failure who has 
an opportunity to go into business. 
His buddy has invented a powder 
which, when dropped into a gasoline 


Remember the Humphrey-Hawkins 
bill, that ultimate Democratic Party 
solution to the economic woes of the 
nation?

And 
Carter’s own compilation of campaign 
pledges, the “Promises, Promises” 
document released by the White 
House early this year, list support of 
the bill as a key element of his eco­ 
nomic package.

Nyerere wants majority rule 
White House visit means 
many things to Africans

W ASHINGTON (U P I) - The first 
African leader to visit President Car­ 
ter at the White House w ill be Tan­ 
zania’s Julius Nyerere, who, perhaps 
more than any other person, sym­ 
bolizes the momentum for m ajority 
rule on the continent. 
Nyerere, at Carter’s invitation, w ill 
be in Washington Thursday and F ri­ 
day. 
He is the first president of the East 
African nation — formed by the union 
of Tanganyika and the island of Zanzi­ 
bar in 1964 — and is the leading 
proponent of non-Marxist African so­ 
cialism which he refers to by the Swa­ 
hili term , “ ujam aa.” 
SOM E O BSER V ER S think it signifi­ 


cant that Carter’s first invitation to 
an African leader went to Nyerere, a 
close neighbor and supporter of the 
liberation movements in Rhodesia and 
South Africa, rather than to a more 
moderate West African leader. 


Neither American nor Tanzanian of­ 
ficials would say so directly, but the 
invitation to Nyerere was interpreted 
by some as subtle U.S. support for the 
black liberation movements in south­ 
ern Africa. 


The 
Tanzanian 
government 
said 
Nyerere and Carter w ill discuss “ the

Congress wants more 
control over arms sales

W ASHINGTON (U P I) — The latest 
arms-for-Iran controversy has con­ 
vinced some senators that Congress 
must get more control over weapons 
sales — and stop banking on the good 
w ill of the President. 


L a s t 
week, 
President 
Carter 
avoided a showdown with Congress by 
agreeing to postpone the $1.2 billion 
sale of seven sophisticated radar 
planes to Iran until the lawm akers 
return from their August recess. 


That good-sport gesture gave Con­ 
gress more tim e to study the proposal 
than it is entitled to under law, and it 
tem porarily quieted the controversy 
on Capitol H ill. It apaprently did not 
sit well, however, in Tehran, where 
the 
Iranian 
government 
indicated 
Sunday it w ill withdraw its request 
for the weapons. 


BU T TH E Iranian action does not 
change the issue of weapons sales 
control between Congress and the 
White House. 


Under current law, Congress has 
only 30 days to disapprove an admin­ 
istration arm s sales proposal and it 
requires a negative vote by both 
houses. Failure to vote amounts to ap­ 
proval. 


As a result, Sen. Gaylord Nelson 


plans to introduce legislation Monday 
that would extend the congressional 
review period by 50 per cent, to 45 
calendar days. 


“ President Carter’s announcement 
Thursday that he would withdraw the 
controversial 
proposal 
and 
re-in­ 
troduce it after the August congres­ 
sional recess has tem porarily defused 
the issue,” Nelson said. 
“ BU T TH E inadequacy of the pre­ 
sent law in allowing for proper con­ 
gressional review . . . rem ains.” 


Senate Dem ocratic leader Robert 
Byrd said Saturday he too favors ex­ 
tending the 30 day deadline to 45 or 
even 60 days. 


“ Thirty days is cutting it a little 
thin,” Byrd said. 
Congress has never actually used 
the original 1974 law to disapprove a 
sale, but it has forced the adminis­ 
tration to justify some sales in detail 
and to change the terms of others. 


“ The 
disapproval 
mechanism 
is 
useful — not because it is going to be 
used, but because it is a threat,” Rep. 
Les Aspin, D-Wis., said in an inter­ 
view. 


“ Ninety-nine per cent of these sales 
are probably going to be approved. 
But if the W hite House wants to make 
a sale, the congressional mechanism 
forces the executive branch to go pub­ 
lic. That, in itself is a deterrent.”

The situation in south Africa differs 
greatly from that in Rhodesia, both 
officials said.

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Chain owner ship-news 
control link needs study 


Most people would not identify John 
P. McGoff as a press lord. His name 
does not come to mind with Hearst or 
Thompson or Newhouse or Murdoch. 
And ,his company, Panax, 
sounds 
more like a roach killer than a news 
empire. 
McGoff is indeed a press lord in a 
modest way. Panex has about 70 
newspapers. Most are weeklies and 
most are sm all. Total circulation is 
about one m illion weekly and 600,000 
daily — not even close to king-size as 
newspaper chains go. 
Nevertheless, McGoff is at the cen­ 
ter of a controversy that extends be­ 
yond his fiefdom. It concerns press 
freedom and diversity in a day when 
ownership of the media is becoming 
increasingly centralized. 


E A R L Y LAST MONTH, Panax’s 
New York bureau chief, George Ber­ 
nard, wrote a pair of stories on Presi­ 
dent Carter. One asserted that Carter 
had given his wife a role unequaled in 
the country’s history and quoted a 
psychologist as saying he was groom­ 
ing her for the vice presidency. The 
other, based on an interview with a 
Carter aide, said the President “ con­ 
dones prom iscuity — affairs with oth­ 
er women — for the male staffers who 
work for him .” 
The articles, in tune with the con­ 
servative views of McGoff, were sent 
to Panax papers with a note from 
Frank H. Shepherd, the chain’s execu­ 
tive vice president: “ Please run the 
attached stories as soon as possible.” 
Front page treatment was urged, and 
editors were told to m ail clippings to 
McGoff. 
Many, but not all, Panax papers 
ran the stories. Two editors balked at 
publishing them — one rejected both 
stories, 
the 
other 
rejected 
one 
and rewrote the other—are now out of 
jobs. One was fired; the other’s resig­ 
nation was accepted. They claim they 
were ousted because they resisted the 
order to publish. 
McGoff says not so. He says other 
factors were involved, and he points 
out that a number of other Panax pa­ 
pers did not run the articles and their

editors have not been fired or dis­ 
ciplined. 
PU TTIN G A SID E the matters in 
dispute, a few things can be stated: 
First, the Bernard stories were mis­ 
erable — innuendo-laden, overblown, 
poorly written, grossly editorial. It is 
hard to see how any discerning editor 
would do anything but throw them 
away or edit them beyond recognition. 
Second, while McGoff says he did 
not get rid of the two editors for re­ 
fusing to use tht stories, he unequivo­ 
cally asserts the right to tell his edi­ 
tors what to print. 


In a letter to one of the two editors, 
McGoff said: “ . . . I want to make it 
very clear that I am still the head of 
this organization. If I choose to cover 
certain subjects for our news columns 
or our editorial pages, then I expect 
my wishes to be carried out.” 
AND IN A recent memo, the surviv­ 
ing editors of Panax papers were told 
that 
when 
they 
receive 
m aterial 
marked “ M G,” that means “ McGoff 
or must go.” Although they can con­ 
sult corporate headquarters if “ any 
question should arise,” the message 
was unmistakable: When the boss says 
print, you print. 


After the dispute got some public 
attention, the National News Council, 
a p r e s s monitoring organization, 
stepped in. It examined the docu­ 
ments and talked to the ousted editors 
and to Panax officials (but not to 
McGoff, who could not be reached, ac­ 
cording to a council spokesman), and 
then denounced McGoff for “ a gross 
disservice” to journalistic standards. 
The council said that McGoff “ has 
highlighted one of the great under- 


lying fears about newspaper chain op­ 
erations — that what the public reads 
is directed from afar by autocratic 
owners.” The central issue, it said, is 
the relationship of chain ownership to 
news control, and it added: 
“ Either M r. McGoff and his execu­ 
tive associates are unaware of the dif­ 
ference between editorial opinion pol­ 
icy and news content, or they are de­ 
termined to ignore the principle publi­ 
cly espoused by most chain groups 
that news judgments are delegated to 
the resident editors.” 


TH E SIN G LE COUNCIL dissenter 
was W illiam Rusher, publisher of the 
National Review. He said that “ if 
newspaper publishers are to be held 
responsible for the contents of their 
publications, then I do not see how we 
can deny a publisher the right to de­ 
termine what that content shall be.” 
McGoff has demanded a public 
hearing by the council, which he says 
condemned him before it heard his 
side. But he says he w ill not partici­ 
pate if the other parties — the two 
editors and representatives of an anti- 
Panax group from the home commu­ 
nity of one of the affected papers — 
are there. Norman Isaacs, chairman 
of the council said there can be no 
hearing with only one side present. 
So it is doubtful there w ill be a 
hearing. That is unfortunate. It would 
be useful if the whole subject — not 
just the Panax dispute but the role of 
chain ownerships in determining new! 
and editorial content — were exam­ 
ined. 
Every year — every month, it 
seems — newspaper ownership be­ 
comes more centralized. Even though 
most chains give considerable autono­ 
my to their local editors, there is a 
question that demands more attention 
than it is getting: 
Ju st how firm ly can the executives 
of the communications empires exert 
control over the news and editorial 
product before the concept of a free 
press as it was understood by the 
w riters of the First Amendment dis­ 
appears?

Once upon a time there was a girl 
named Sylvia who lived on the West 
Side of Chicago. Although her home 
had always been in the city, her heart 
was elsewhere. She immersed herself 
in the make-believe story of the Swiss 
family Robinson and the real-life sto­ 
ry of her immigrant grandparents, 
and dreamed that someday she, too, 
would live off the land. 
Seven years ago, Sylvia’s dream 
came true. She and her husband, 
Marv Lurie, 
a city boy himself, 
moved into the Northwest suburbs 
where their children would be able to 
grow up amid trees and open yards. 
Today their household, on nearly a 
half-acre of land in the tree-lined 
unincorporated Forest River subdivi­ 
sion near Mount Prospect, is proof 
that small-scale homesteading is pos­ 
sible in the suburbs. 


THE LURIES’ home is a blend of 
the old and the new. Rustic-style pan­ 
eling covers the walls of the kitchen. 
Mint and tarragon hang from the ceil­ 
ing and a pair of small antlers hangs 
over one counter. Jars of home-can­ 
ned produce occupy a few shelves. 
And although the Luries don’t rely 
completely on their own resources for 
food, their backyard does provide 
much of the fare for their table. Syl­ 
via’s herb garden, boasting the likes 
of lavender, coriander and dill, oc­ 
cupies one corner of the yard. Apple, 
cherry and plum trees are scattered 
throughout the lawn. A vegetable gar­ 
den, dense with corn stalks, summer 
squash, tomatoes and other vege­ 
tables, lies behind the garage. 


A PATH THROUGH the garden 
leads to several pens of rabbits and 
Rhode Island chickens. The Luries 
keep three rabbits for breeding, but 
slaughter and cook the offspring as 
they mature. The chickens, which 
were added to the “homestead” this 
spring, supply eggs as well as the 
main course for many family dinners. 
The transition from the confines of 
the city to the greenery of the suburbs 
was an easy one for Sylvia, a petite, 
talkative woman who says she gets 
more pleasure from nurturing her 
plants and animals than from eating 
them. 
“I was home and had children,” she 


reminisced. “It was very easy to get 
into when you’ve got the space.” 
Some friends in Michigan, organic 
gardening enthusiasts, kindled her in­ 
terest in gardening, and she has de­ 
veloped her green thumb over the 
past few years. 


ALTHOUGH HER gardens are not 
completely organic, Sylvia’s backyard 
arrangement is a plus for the environ­ 
ment. “The thing I love is that eco­ 
logically it’s fantastic. You feed gar­ 
den scraps to your animals, who pro­ 
duce meat, eggs and fertilizer,” she 
explained. 


The fertilized garden provides food 
for both the family and the animals. 
“It’s a nice little life cycle that devel­ 
ops, and the stuff people throw away 
is very, very useful for animals.” 


The animals are useful, too. While 
the average person might be traum a­ 
tized at the thought of eating roast 
rabbit, the Luries think of those furry 
creatures as just another kind of meat 
— and a very economical one. 


“IT’S JUST AN incredible food; it’s 
amazing Americans haven’t been into 
it,” Sylvia said. “It’s very high in 
protein, just about no fat at all, and it 
tastes like a cross between veal and 
chicken.” Compared to beef, she said, 
very little of the rabbit goes to waste. 
She uses the meat in ethnic recipes, 
fries, barbecues or roasts it. 
Although Sylvia and Mary are a little

uncomfortable about killing and cook­ 
ing the rabbits, their children — 
Adam, 7, and Becky, 3 — will nibble 
on a rabbit leg with nary a squeam­ 
ish reaction. “It bothers them less 
than it bothers the adults,” their 
mother said. 


Besides rabbit and chicken, they en­ 
joy dining on duck, pheasant or other 
game their fathers brings home from 
his hunting trips. 


IN ADDITION to developing eclec­ 
tic tastes, Adam and Becky have 
benefited from the family’s lifestyle in 
other ways. “They know more about 
the world around them, birds, plants 
and all living creatures,” Marv said. 


Adam, for instance, can rattle off 
the names of the birds that drink at 
the patio fountain. Becky is becoming 
a whiz at weeding. “I’m sure the kids 
are more aware of what foods are and 
why they shouldn’t waste them,” Syl­ 
via added.

Dear Eunice Farm er: I finally had the courage to 
make a skirt of imitation suede, but my wrap skirt 
pattern doesn’t have side seams and the fabric isn’t 
wide enough. Have you a solution? — Barbara M. 
Dear Barbara: There are two solutions. First, 
there must be a large dart at the sides for fitting, so 
you could slash your pattern from the center of these 
darts clear to the end and separate the two pieces 
V/2 inches. This would take care of the two seam 
allowances. When stitching the seam, you will gradu­ 
ally follow the curve for the original dart. 
The second solution is to place your pattern on the 
cross-grain of the fabric. I have done this and it 
works beautifully. Of course, you must remember 
that when you change the grain line of any fabric, 
you must cut all pieces in the same direction. 
One last tip on stitching darts in synthetic suede is 
to place a circle the size of a quarter of stitch-witch- 
ery on the wrong side of the fabric, centering it with 
the end of the dart. When stitching the dart, you 
must taper the end as narrow as possible, actually 
stitching through the stitch-witchery for a smoother 
effect. 
If you wish to press the dart open, you might slash 
it through the center to within about one inch of the 
pointed end and slip a small strip of stitch-witchery 
under each edge of dart and press to hold in place.

“To avoid loose threads at the ends of decorative 
tucks or darts, rethread your sewing machine. Bring 
the bobbin thread up through the needle and contin­ 
ue through all the guides, tension wheels, etc., leav­ 
ing some thread extended at the top where your 
spool of thread would normally be placed. Begin

your stitching at the end of the tuck or dart and 
continue to the seamline. You must rethread the ma­ 
chine for each tuck, but you will avoid tying those 
loose threads on each one.”

Dear Eunice Farm er: What is the proper type of 
interfacing for a wool jacket I plan to make this 
fall? - Mrs. M. J. 
Dear Mrs. M. J .: You’ve given me a tough question 
because there are many answers that could be cor­ 
rect, depending on your ability and the look you 
want to achieve. If I were making a wool jacket, I 
would not use a fusible interfacing. Instead, I would 
use a woven interfacing called ACRO, which is made 
by the Armo Co. It is flexible and keeps its shape 
forever. 


If you are in a hurry, you might want to use the 
fusible type interfacings, though. Check the weight, 
which would depend on the weight of your fabric and 
the style of the garment.

The doctor says 


Canker sores have 
no reliable remedy 


Can you tell me the cause of aphthous ulcers in the mouth? Are 
they contagious? Can you suggest a reliable cure for such an 
ulcerated condition? What are the chances of a recurrence? 


As you know, these are commonly called canker sores. I’m af­ 
raid we are not much better off in treating them than we are in 
dealing with the common cold. 


The truth is we don’t know what causes them, although there are 
several theories offered as an explanation. Some claim they are an 
allergy, others an immune response — which means that the body 
becomes allergic to part of its own tissues, in this case the tissues 
in the mouth. Still others think a virus is involved. 


It follows that there is no good treatment. The best approach is 
to keep the mouth clean. Your doctor may want to coat the area 
with some relatively insoluble substance to protect it and promote 
healing. A new substance, Proxigel, sometimes is used for this 
purpose. Sometimes coating the area with silver nitrate helps. In 
any case they usually go away in a couple of weeks — and they 
return. 
Any focus of irritation in the mouth such as ill-fitting dentures or 
a tooth out of line should be corrected. Some people do better 
avoiding certain foods, such as citrus fruits. Regardless of what is 
done, about a fifth of the population suffers from these unpleasant 
ulcers in the mouth at any one time. They apparently are not 
contagious. 


I have two moles on my face which have never given me a 
problem. The last six to eight months I’ve been getting pimples 
next to them. The moles become very sore, swell and become very 
irritated. 


One mole has changed just slightly in color and in size. Is this 
normal, or should I be concerned? I’m in my late 20s and have a 
fairly good complexion. What could cause a pimple under a mole? 


Let me say at once, regardless of how old or young you are, if 
you ever have a mole that changes in any way get to the doctor as 
fast as you can and let him look at it. A changing mole can be a 
malignant melanoma, one of the more dangerous cancers, and it is 
quite different from the more harmless skin cancers. A change in 
color or size or in any other aspect of appearance is an indication 
to run to the nearest doctor. 
A mole that is irritated for any reason is more likely to become 
malignant. Pimples tend to form where there are hair follicles. 
Since hair follicles are near or even in a mole you can have this 
happen. It is one way of causing irritation. 


I have had a few people go to the doctor and get an early 
diagnosis of malignant melanoma because they have read this 
column. Their prompt action may have saved their lives. So if you 
have a mole and it changes in any way, don’t just sit there, have it 
examined!

Water, low smoke point 
make frying oil foam 


Dear Roberta: Is there any solution to the foaming of oil or fat 
when making French fries? The oil foams so high it threatens to 
boil over, and I have to watch it every second. I’d be grateful if 
you had an answer. — Mrs. H. Manor 


Sounds as if your problem is water. Potatoes attract moisture, 
and unless the French fries are patted dry with paper towels you 
are sure to get foaming. 


Hope you are using an oil with a high smoke point. You see, 
when oils or fats are heated, decomposition occurs and there 
comes a point when fumes are visible. This is the smoke point, 
and the fumes are acrid. That’s why high smoke points are desir­ 
able for such things as French fries and so forth. Rely on the 
vegetable oils for this. 


Remember, too, that repeated use of a fat reduces the smoke 
point. Deep ¡frying is more art than science so everyone has to 
experiment. Fresh vegetable oil and a minimum of water ought to 
solve your problem. 


Dear Roberta: My husband brought me a lovely dress from 
Hong Kong. It is vinyl with a cotton backing. The cleaning instruc­ 
tions say to wipe it with a damp cloth, which works fine. However, 
is it possible to use an iron on the backing to remove wrinkles? — 
Helen Bailey 


To get wrinkles out of vinyl, put a large towel over the plastic or 
vinyl and carefully press with a barely warm iron. In reverse, this 
ought to take care of the cotton material without harming the 
vinyl. Just don’t touch the vinyl with the iron. 


Dear Roberta: When I make an avocado dip, I mash the pulp, 
then blend in all the ingredients except the mayonnaise. I spread it 
over the top and chill the dish. Just before serving I stir it all up. 
— Beverly Harris

Hartman growing each day in new job 


David Hartman knows he’s .not getting up week­ 
days at 5 a.m. to face a captive audience. 


Most of the people who catch glimpses of him hos­ 
ting ABC’s “Good Morning, America” are busy 
shaving, fixing breakfast and getting the kids off to 
school. 


But, somehow, during the past year, Hartman has 
managed to appeal to enough of an audience to send 
the morning news show to the top of the ratings in 
many of the major markets, including Chicago. They 
are now ahead of the long-time morning king, NBC’s 
“Today” show. 


THE KEY TO this new-found success, Hartman 
said during a recent visit to Chicago, is being able to 
humanize the news — to deliver it firmly, but with 
enough of the right information and sentiment to 
make it meaningful for the average person. 
“We try to go beyond the informative state of the

news by delving into the circumstances, person­ 
alities and places that contribute to the news,” he 
said. “When I approach an interview, I always ask 
myself what I would want to get out of an interview 
if I were the person at home, half asleep, trying to 
wake up and make some sense out of the news. 


“You can talk about world issues with someone 
like President Carter or Israeli Prim e Minister Men- 
achem Begin without being sterile and chiseled. You 
can be informal, sincere and inquisitive and still talk 
about truths,” said Hartman, who believes television 
can and should be entertaining, informative and 
educational all at the same time. 
Hartman and his crew, “in a group effort,” have 
succeeded beyond the wildest expectations of ABC 
officials. 


HE SAYS THAT what poeple are saying and what 
they are thinking are more important than what they 
are wearing and what official title they boast. In 
support of that belief, Hartman eschews expensive, 
tailored suits and opts for clothes that are “comfort­ 
able to think in.” 


“ I don’t have 48 suits and I don’t blow dry my 
hair. I’m just interested in getting the job done,” he 
said. 
Natural curiosity, along with extensive prepara­ 
tion for his four to six interviews a day and a mas­ 
tering of the lost art of listening are the keys to his 
success, he said. 


But launching his career as a news show host was 
difficult and m et with a great deal of criticism. 
People wanted to know what business a former ac­ 
tor, musician, ballplayer and economics student had 
hosting a forum for vital world figures and issues. 
The 42-year-old Hartman has proved his critics 
wrong. 
He has not only set a workable, popular tone for 
“Good Morning, America,” but has helped revolu­ 
tionize morning network news programming. Even 
the “Today” show has taken a softer, more humanis­ 
tic approach in the last six months to gain some of 
that same appeal. 


HARTMAN GRADUATED from Duke University 
with honors in economics and job offers from 32 m a­ 
jor firms. He also had the chance to play profes­ 
sional baseball. He chose, instead, a commission in 
the U.S. Air Force and later pursued an entertain­ 
ment career. 


After appearances in several off-Broadway musi­ 
cals and in the orginal Broadway cast of “Hello, 
Dolly!,” Hartman began playing the role of ben­ 
evolent good guy in television series like “The Virgi­ 
nian,” “The Bold Ones” and “Lucas Tanner.” 


Hartman has dropped the glitter of show business 
for now, as well as his bachelorhood. He is now two 
years and one child into what he calls a “wonderful 
m arriage.” He is also one of the most well-liked 
television news personalities around. 
“I have a very definite picture about what my job 
is,” he said. “I’m not supposed to be the star of the 
show. I have to elicit as much interesting informa­ 
tion as possible in a brief period of time that will 
prove beneficial and meaningful to the audience. 
“IT WAS SCARY at first, facing people who make 
some of the biggest headlines, and having to ask 
them questions that are right on the nose. But it 
comes. You read a lot and research and never stop 
working,” he said. 
Hartman has already taken his work in television 
a step further by writing, producing and hosting late- 
night specials on human birth and gambling. Anoth­ 
er on people who change professions will air later 
this year. 
“I feel I can contribute best to society right now 
by working in television — helping people to better 
understand what makes officials and bag headliners 
tick and what goes into the decisions they make that 
affect our lives,” he said. “If I can do that, then I’ve 
accomplished something.”

Amazing bike 
gears itself 
toward balance 


Andy sends the Encyclopaedia Britan- 
nica’s 1977 Yearbook of Science and the 
Future to Jim Klestinske, 12, of Gray 
Summit, Mo., for his question: 
HOW D O ES A B IC Y C L E STAY C P 
ON TWO W H E E L S ? 


A bicycle’s two wheels are mounted 
on a metal frame, one behind the other. 
Today’s bikes have pedals connected to 
sprockets that are called chain wheels. 
A chain fits the toothed wheel and ex­ 
tends to a smaller sprocket on the rear 
wheei. Then the pedals turn the large 
sprocket which moves the chain, and it 
in turn moves the small sprocket, and 
the back wheel. 
And away we go, steering with han­ 
dles that are attached to the front wheel 
What keeps you up? Your balance, 
first of all. It takes practice, and often a 
learner’s bicycle will have two extra 
wheels attached to the large back wheel 
to help a person keep balance. 
But the real secret of what keeps you 
up is the gyroscopic force. When you’re 
riding a bicycle, it’s almost as if you 
were riding a gyroscope. You’re able to 
keep the bicycle standing in an upright 
position so long as you keep the wheels 
spinning. You also have the gyroscoping 
forces of inertia and precession working 
for you. 
Gyroscopic inertia is the ability of a 
spinning axle to point always in the 
same direction no matter how the sup­ 
port of the gyroscope moves about. Pre­ 
cession is the tendency of a gyroscope 
to move at right angles to the direction 
of any force applied against it. Preces­ 
sion makes the bicycle turn a corner 
when you lean to one side. 
You stop most lightweight bikes by 
using caliper brakes which are operated 
by squeezing levers on the handle bars. 
The levers operate sets of rubber brake 
pads called shoes, located on both front 
and rear wheels. The shoes press 
against the rims to slow and then stop 
the bike. 
Standard or middleweight bicycles 
operate with coaster brakes on the 
rear wheel. You stop this type of bike by 
pushing backward on the pedals. 
Safety regulations are perhaps the 
most important part of operating a 
bicycle. When riding in the street, stay 
on the right side. Never race, fool 
around or clown on the street. Learn 
hand signals and obey traffic signs. 
Don’t ever be tempted to hitch a ride on 
the back of a truck. While perhaps you 
have more rules to observe in the city, 
it also is important for country riders to 
learn and observe the safety code.

Fish farms gain 
as consumption up 


Fish farming, which breeds fish faster than Mother Nature, is 
gaining in popularity with per capita consumption of fish up 14 per 
cent. Frost and Sullivan, Inc., a market research firm, predicts a 
$300-million market for fish by 1985. The firm says that “increas­ 
ing consumer demand and the unsatisfactory supply from tradi­ 
tional sources are creating a favorable climate for the production 
and marketing of cultured fish.” Fish consumption rose from 10.6 
pounds per person in 1967 to 12.1 pounds in 1975. Although many 
nations support fish farming to provide their citizenry with low- 
cost animal protein food, the process requires technology and fi­ 
nancing. Inflated land values also present a problem. 
Despite these hurdles, Frost and Sullivan said fish farming 
should produce 20-million tons by 1985 and pro>u4e IO million jobs 
by 1989. 
Grace sales earnings up 11.8% 


W.R. Grace & Co., New York-based diemical concern, an­ 
nounced higher earnings on record sales for the second quarter 
ended June 30 compared with a year ago. Record second quarter 
sales and operating revenues amounted to $1,045,652,000 this year, 
an increase of 11.8 per cent from the $934,884,000 of Grace products 
and services sold in the second quarter of 1976. The 1977 second 
quarter net income was $47,606,000, or $1.28 per common equiva­ 
lent share, which compares with the restated $45,126,000, or $1.22 
on a per share basis for the 1976 period.

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1978 autos rolling off line 
into lot over clean air block

DETROIT (UPI) — The first 1978- 
model U.S. car will roll off an assem­ 
bly line today — and into a parking 
lot, because of the impasse over clean 
air standards. 
The Ford Motor Co. planned to 
build the first of its new economy cars 
— the Ford Fairmont and Mercury 
Zephyr — at mid-morning today in its 
Kansas City, Mo., assembly plant. 
But the 26-miles-per-gallon compact 
models are built to 1977-model clean 
air standards and not the tougher 
1978-model tailpipe standaids still on 
the books. 
UNTIL CONGRESS relaxes those 
laws, auto makers cannot ship their 
new models and have warned of in­ 
dustrywide plant shutdowns. 


“We can store about a week’s worth 
— about 2,000 cars — in the plant 
yard,” a Ford spokesman said. Be­ 
yond that we’ll have to start looking 
outside the plant for storage space. 
“We haven’t set a time when we d 
stop building cars at Kansas City and 
close the plant,” he said. 
Under federal law, cars that do not 
meet clean air standards cannot be 
shipped across state lines to dealers. 
THE ENVIRONMENTAL Protec­ 
tion Agency could waive that rule if 
Congress does not complete work on a 
new clean air bill, carrying current 
standards through 1978, by the time of 
its scheduled recess Friday. That 
would allow auto makers to begin 
shipping their new models. 
However, Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, 
D-Maine, chairman of the conference 


committee trying to work out a clean 
air legislation compromise said “ex­ 
cellent progress” has been mrde. The 
conference committee was to meet 
again tonight and Muskie said it could 
wind up its negotiations by Tuesday 
or Wednesday, leaving time for a bill 
to be passed by the end of the week. 
The first of the 1978 models from 
General Motors and Chrysler are not 
due to start rolling off assembly lines 
until Aug. 8. GM has warned that a 
delay in setting a new clean air law 
could mean a complete shutdown of 
its North American operations by 
mid-September. 
“When you build cars with the idea 
of just storing them, there is some 
point at which you can’t store any­ 
more,” the Ford spokesman said. 
ALSO HELD UP by the prolonged 


wrangling over clean air standards 
was the introduction of Ford’s Ger­ 
man-built Fiesta, a 37 m.p.g. minicar.

Tough decisions for bond owners 


NEW YORK — The toughest deci­ 
sion in the world, for investors hold­ 
ing a stock or bond that has shot up in 
value, is the decision to sell. Will the 
security keep on going up, in which 
case you’ll kick yourself for selling 
too soon? Or is the game about over? 
That’s the hard question facing 
many holders of New York City secu­ 
rities in the wake of the most recent 
disastrous blackout. How they analyze 
this problem, and what they decide to 
do, is relevant to anyone holding a 
speculative security that — so far — 
has done well. 
It may surprise you to think of New 
York City securities as good in­ 
vestments. But for those who bought 
during the scare of 1975, when it final­ 
ly became apparent that the city 
couldn’t pay its debts, the bonds and 
notes have been spectacular per­ 
formers. 


AT THAT TIME, city bonds could 
be bought for 30 to 40 cents on the 
dollar. Now they’re selling in the area 
of 60 to 65 cents. Many investors have 
come close to doubling their money in 
less than two years. If they bought 
bonds on margin (putting up only a 
small amount of money and borrow­ 
ing the rest) their profits have been

even higher. 
Besides the capital gain, the city 
securities have returned handsome in­ 
come. Two years ago you could get 
yields of ll to 12 per cent tax free. 
Even today they’re yielding 8 per 
cent, compared with 5 to 6 per cent on 
top-rated municipals. 
In other words, holders of the city’s 
securities are facing that moment of 
truth that confronts any speculator: 
Do you take your profits and run, or 
do you hang on in hope of an even 
better tomorrow?

“It’s a greed trap,” says Richard 
Bock, a broker at the Sartorius Divi­ 
sion of Ad vest.

Management eases view 
on forced retirements 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Most chief 
executive officers — who play a cen­ 
tral role in setting company retire­ 
ment policies — favor mandatory re­ 
tirement at age 65, a survey shows. 


William M. Mercer, Inc., the em­ 
ploye benefit consulting firm, said 65 
per cent of the 400 chief executives 
surveyed agreed with mandatory re­ 
tirement and 60 per cent of the com­ 
panies had such a policy. 


But the survey also showed top 
management is “a bit more relaxed 
about mandatory retirement than 
they might have been five years ago.” 


“Companies would appear to have 
the retirement policy they desire,” 
A.J.C. Smith, president of Mercer, 
said, “and contrary to popular belief, 
senior management does not seem to 
want to continue working indefinite­ 
ly.” 


Of the companies responding, 53 per 
cent disagreed that mandatory retire­ 
ment is “wrong and deprives people 
of their right to work,” and 60 per 
cent rejected the view that “mandato­ 
ry retirement is discriminatory and 
violates the equal protection clause of 
the Constitution.” 


HOWEVER, 68 per cent agreed that 
the policy “deprives society of the ex­ 
perience and value of older people.”

“The more success people have with 
an investment, the harder it is to con­ 
vince them that it might go down,” he 
says. 
“IF YOU’VE HAD A good run, and 
start to sense the possibility of bad 
news, ifs time to sell,” Bock believes. 
“Especially with a speculation like 
city bonds which you know are high 
risk.” 
The first day the financial markets 
opened after the blackout, city in­ 
vestors didn’t turn a hair. There was 
little activity in the bonds, and their 
price remained unchanged most of the 
day. “I had a lot of phone calls,” says 
Bock, “but only one order to sell.” 
Jean Rousseau, manager of the Mu­ 
nicipal Bond Department at Merrill 
Lynch, saw that as a good sign. “In­ 
vestors are saying that big or little 
disturbances in the daily life of the 
city make no difference to the secur­ 
ity of the debt,” he says. 
When trying to decide whether to 
hold or sell a security that has gone 
up in price, investors are always con­ 
fronted with plenty of good news. In

situation, 
Rousseau ticks off the good points: 
The courts have ordered the city to 


pay its debts when due and not use 
any phony “moratoriums,” which are 
the moral equivalent of default. The 
proposed city budget next year con­ 
tains all the revenues needed to cover 
the debts (although Rousseau con­ 
cedes that the budget projections are 
“precarious,” a polite word for “sus­ 
pect” ). 
It’s those intimations of bad news 
that make securities risky. “Maybe 
the city will pay its 1978 debt and the 
price of the bonds will go even high­ 
er,” says Bock. “But maybe not. A lot 
of the optimistic figures in the budget 
are phony. It’s clear that the city still 
doesn’t have control of its payroll. 
And the pillage of the poorer sections 
during this blackout will make in­ 
dustries even more reluctant to invest 
in New York. I don’t think the city 
can make it without some form of 
default.” 
A speculative stock almost always 
has a story on both sides. But if you 
already have a good profit, how much 
more risk do you want to run? Joe 
Kennedy once summed up the “con­ 
servative” speculator’s creed. When 
asked how he made so much money 
on stocks, he replied: “By selling too 
soon.”

FIFTY-THREE per cent favored a 
policy of gradual retirement, with em­ 
ployes’ work hours reduced gradually 
over a period of years, and the same 
percentage favored a system in which 
the employe would come to a mutual 
agreement with management over a 
retirement date. 


Sixty-six per cent opposed the sug­ 
gestion that an employe’s ability to 
perform his work be tested annually. 


The Employe Retirement Income 
Security Act had little or no impact on 
company retirement policies of 59 per 
cent of the companies responding to 
the survey, while 13 per cent said 
ERISA had created more paper work 
and IO per cent said it had made re­ 
tirement plans more costly to admin­ 
ister. 
Companies responding to the survey 
had sales of from $50 million to $200 
million and covered more than a doz­ 
en different industries, ranging from 
automotive, banking and finance to 
energy, insurance and retailing.

11 die as Typhoon Vera 
strikes northern Taiwan 


TAIPEI, Taiwan (UPI) - Typhoon 
Vera slammed into northern Taiwan 
at more than 130 miles per hour Sun­ 
day night, killing at least 11 persons 
and smashing wind records estab­ 
lished less than a week ago by a 
storm that lashed the southern part of 
the island. 
The Weather Bureau said Vera’s 133 
m.p.h. winds struck Taipei, toppling a 
steel frame support for an elevated 
highway being built in the capital, 


which collapsed on a bus, a small 
truck and a car. 
Officials said five passengers on the 
bus and the truck driver were killed 
and nine others were injured. Rescue 
workers labored through the night 
with cutting torches to free survivors 
trapped in the rubble. 
TWO CHILDREN, ages 5 and 15, 
were hit by the steel frame of a bill­ 
board falling from the roof of a build­ 
ing and were crushed to death and a 


Extend power of juvenile 
court: U.S. task force 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A govern­ 
ment task force Sunday recommended 
that juvenile courts be given extended 
powers to deal with family problems 
and other causes of delinquency. 
Under the proposal, a court would 
be able to arrange foster home care 
for neglected or abused children, 
t r u a n t s , runaways and problem 
youngsters whose parents cannot con­ 
trol them. 
The task force, headed by New Jer­ 
sey Gov. Brendan Byrne, said many 
children removed from their homes 
now receive inadequate care. 
“If the parent-child relationship is 
terminated, services should be pro­ 
vided to insure provision of a new, 
permanent, stable family home life 
for the child at the earliest time prac­ 
ticable,” the task force said. 


IT RECOMMENDED the expanded 
court system also be empowered to 
handle child custody disputes, child- 
support cases, adoptions, and di­ 
vorces, and even be allowed to order 
a school to give a child remedial in­ 
struction. 


While the court should move quickly 
to rescue a child in danger of bodily 
harm at home, the task force said, it 
also should emphasize keeping fami­ 
lies together. 


The recommendations were made in 
an 800-page report produced under a 
$482,557 Law Enforcement Assistance 
Administration grant. 


The task force also said: 
• Local governments should deal 
with causes of delinquency by insur­ 
ing proper child nutrition and creating 
“crisis centers for families with po­ 
tentially endangered children.” 
• “The federal government and 
each state ‘.should) enact legislation 
prohibiting the manufacture and sale 
of handguns to anyone” except for 
law enforcement officials, private se­ 
curity firms and the military. 
• Police departments should do 
more “preventive patrolling,” larger 
departments should set up juvenile in­ 
vestigation units and all recruits 
should get at least 40 hours training in 
juvenile matters. 


Progress in fighting Corona hlaze 


CORONA, Calif. (UPI) — A 5,500- 
acre fire in heavy brush was contain­ 
ed about dawn Sunday after more 
than three days of touch-and-go battl­ 
ing by a force of about 1,500 fire­ 
fighters. It was the second major 
blaze in Southern California during 
the week. 


Tuesday a brush fire destroyed 200 
homes in the wealthy suburb of Mon- 
tecito north of Santa Barbara, causing 
$20 million damage. 


The Corona fire, started Thursday 
by an illegal campfire in the Cleve­ 
land National Forest, doubled in acre­ 
age every hour for the first few hours 
before firefighters and air tankers 
made any significant progress. 
THE FLAMES threatened homes 
several times, but the only structures 
burned were a bam and a shark. 
There were seven injuries reported, 
none serious. 


High temperatures, low humidity 
and erratic winds hampered efforts to 
contain the blaze until fire teams 
“back-burned” a line around the blaze 
which was moving northward to the 
outskirts of the city. 


Firemen burned off brush the fire 
would have used as fuel to spread. 
The fire several times endangered 


homes on the southern edge of the 
city and air tankers made chemical 
retardant drops near the houses to 
protect them. 
“The fire is looking good,” a U.S. 
Forest Service spokesman said. “We 
expect to have it controlled about 
midnight Monday.” 


man was blown from the roof of his 
house and killed while attempting to 
fix a leak, authorities said. 
Two other fatalities were reported 
but no details were available. 
Officials said Vera’s lashing winds 
easily surpassed those of Typhoon 
Thelma, which last Monday cut a 
swath of destruction through the 
southern quarter of Taiwan, killing 28 
persons. 
Thelma was the most powerful 
storm registered in the island’s 80 
years of records until Velma hit Sun­ 
day, officials said. 
The Weather Bureau said winds of 
more than 110 m.p.h. raked Taipei for 
2 Ms hours, cutting all power and 
blacking out the capital for more than 
five hours, but leaving some areas 
without electricity for even longer. 


THE TYPHOON, which also hit the 
nearby port city of Keelung, moved 
west across the Taiwan Strait toward 
Fukien Province on the Chinese main­ 
land. 
Considerable damage and flooding 
were reported in Taipei, but official 
estimates were not available. Debris 
and signboards were hurled through 
the streets, causing frightened pedes­ 
trians to seek refuge on sheltered 
sidewalks. 


Communications with Keelung were 
cut by the typhoon and no immediate 
casualty or damage reports were re­ 
ceived. Officials said they feared 
widespread destruction and possible 
casualties in the port city. 
BUT SOME REPORTS said Kee­ 
lung almost was deserted when the 
full force of the storm hit. 
All air traffic at the Taipei Inter­ 
national Airport was suspended, with 
incoming flights diverted to other air­ 
ports and outgoing flights canceled. 
Earlier Sunday, Vera hit parts of 
Japan’s outlying Ishigaki island in the 
southern Ryukyus, smashing up or 
flooding nearly 400 houses and sinking 
four boats, Japanese authorities said. 
They had no reports of casualties. 
The Japanese Meteorological Agen­ 
cy said one gust of 151 mph blew off 
the roof of a hotel, forcing about 200 
guests to leave. 
Vera’s winds did not reach southern 
Taiwan, but the storm dumped up to 
14 inches of rains in the area, inter­ 
rupting emergency repair work to re­ 
store power there. 
Last week’s typhoon knocked out 
more than 5,000 factories in the south.

‘Rocky’ Veeck 
takes punch, 
returns one 
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Sox miss sweep but delight 50,412 fans

It was a dream that later turned 
into a nightmare. 
The dream was Chet Lemon’s two 
homers and the White Sox coming 
from behind three times to win the 
opener of Sunday’s doubleheader with 
Kansas City, 5-4 in 10 innings before 
the largest (Comiskey Park) crowd in 
four years, 50,412. 
The nightmare, which incidentally 
came in the Sox second game 8-4 loss 
to the Royals, came complete with 
brushbacks, near fights on the field, 
and bona fide fisticuffs in the stands, 
including one skirmish involving Sox 
President B ill Veeck. 
BUT IT WAS the opening contest 
that tickled the fancy of the home 
crowd as the Sox came from behind to 
win for the third time in a row 
against the Royals. Nohit by spot- 
starter Marty Pattin for five innings, 


three hit for nine frames, the Sox took 
advantage of a ninth-inning outfield 
error by former Maine South star Joe 
Zdab, to tie the game and set the 
stage for one of the greatest Sox ral­ 
lies of the year. 
The Royals came up with two runs 
to take a 4-2 lead going into the bot­ 
tom of the 10th, but Lemon’s second 
home run of the afternoon, a two-run 
shot, tied the score. A walk by Eric 
Soderholm, sacrifice by Brian Down­ 
ing and a base hit by Ralph Garr sent 
Soderholm pumping home and the 
crowd into a frenzy. 
“ You dream about days like this, 
but when it happens, it’s unreal,” said 
Lemon, who was summoned to the top 
of the dugout steps for a bow by the 
crowd when he tied the game with a 
solo homer in the sixth and again in 
the 10th. 
Lemon’s first homer was the first 


hit off Pattin, who hadn’t gone beyond 
six innings in three other starts this 
year, but went nine Sunday. 
STEVE STONE went even further, 
two outs into the 10th, but couldn’t fin­ 
ish and Lerrin La Grow earned the 
win to put his record at 6-1 with 17 
saves. Oddly enough, the loser was 
reliever Doug Bird, who after winning 
eight straight in relief, has lost two 
days in a row to the White Sox. 
With the kill in their nostrils, the 
Sox sent Chris Knapp to the mound in 
game two to try for a four-game 
sweep of the Royals in a game where 
most of the attention was focused 
away from the playing field. 
Though both managers were not 
“officially” warned, both were sum­ 
moned to home plate in the seventh 
aft«* both sides had brushed back the 
opposition. 
Garr had to be restrained from go­ 


ing after Royals third-base coach 
Chuck Hiller while taking his outfield 
position to start the seventh inning. 
MEANWHILE, FIGHTS, fueled by 
five hours of beer drinking, were 
breaking out in the stands, one so 
near the pressbox that Veeck tried to 
intervene and ended up getting pun­ 
ched. 
“ He (Hiller) called me a no-good 
said Garr, who said Hiller and 
other Royals have been riding him, 
most of the time good-naturedly, dur­ 
ing the series. 
Tempers were further strained in 
the following inning when Hal McRae 
gave the Royals a 5-2 lead with a solo 
homer, then trotted around the bases 
in slow, measured steps, doffing his 
hat several times to the booing crowd, 
apparently in retaliation to the Sox 
curtain calls after home runs. 
Dennis Leonard got the second 


game win, giving up five hits, two of 
which were two-run homers by Oscar 
Gamble and Brian Downing, which 
produced the only Sox runs. Knapp 
was relieved in the ninth, but was 
charged with all eight KC runs. 
The doubleheader split enabled the 
Sox to keep a 516-game lead over the 
second place Royals, who host the Sox 
next weekend in Kansas City. 
The noisy Sox crowd impressed 
Royals manager Whitey Herzog. “ We 
play before 25,000 in Kansas City but 
it’s like a morgue compared to this,” 
said Herzog. 
SOX SHORTS: The Sox went over 
the million mark Saturday and Sun­ 
day’s crowd put the season count at 
1,051,800, an average of close to 23,000 
per game . . . Sunday marked only the 
12th time in club history that the paid 
crowd surpassed 50,000 . . . The Sox 
set a torrid pace during the month of 


July, winning 22 of 28 games . . .

Purse $4,300 S-Year-Olds ft Up. Maiden-Claiming 


Trainer Tom TomiUo, a robust 33- 
year-old Italian trainer, has made it 
into the big leagues thanks to his own 
perseverance and the help of a Plum 
Grove businessman industrialist Rob­ 
ert W. Schwermer. 
Any thoroughbred trainer will tell 
you that they can only do so much 
with what they have. They can pre­ 
pare their horse for upcoming races 
but if the horse doesn’t have the inate 
ability within him the trainer may 
never get his picture taken in the win­ 
ner’s circle. 
Tomillo, for the past eight years 
around the Chicago thoroughbred cir­ 
cuit, has referred to himself as a 
“little guy” despite his huge football 
player frame. 
“I HAD MAINLY cheap horses run­ 
ning for low claiming prices,” Tomillo 
said at his shedrow in Barn 23. 
“This spring at Sportsman’s Park 
Mr. Schwermer came to my bam and 
introduced himself saying someone 
had recommended me to him. Mr. 
Schwermer said he had always been 
like me . .. that is just owning cheap­ 
er horses . . . but that he was looking 
to spend some money to buy good 
horses to get ready for the Arlington 
Park meet,” Tomillo said. 
And buy good horses they did. 
Schwermer and Tomillo journeyed to 
Belmont Park in New York for the 
annual “horses in training” sale in 
early April. At Belmont they pur­ 
chased five horses. From there, the 
pair flew to California to buy three 
more in a private sale. 
“In all, Mr. Schwermer bought 
eight horses for more than $150,000 to­ 
tal,” Tomillo said. “This is the first 
time in eight years that I’ve been for­ 
tunate enough to care for decent 
horses . . . horses that have class and 
can run with ability.” 
WITH THE CURRENT Arlington 
Park not yet half over, Tomillo has 
saddled a total of 51 horses and won 
seven races; seven seconds; and six 
thirds. His victory total matches what 
he won all of last year at Arlington. 
“I have a couple of other Chicago 
area owners although not on the large 
scale Mr. Schwermer is. John Tufo, 
the Chevy dealer, owns a horse; then 
there’s L. W. Reedy, an Elmhurst 
real estate man; and Joe Floro a Chi­ 
cago restaurant supplier. In all I have 
20 horses in my barn,” Tomillo said. 
Tomillo, bom and raised on the 
West Side, dropped out of college to 


become a truck driver. When he had 
saved a little money he became inter­ 
ested in owning thoroughbreds. 
“I bought a couple of cheap ones 
and then I fell in love with them so 
much that I wanted to become a 
trainer. I had a lot of people help me 
along the way. 
“The best one would have to be W. 
Hal Bishop (recently inducted into the 
Arlington Park Hall of Fame) . . . I 
was lucky when I first got my train­ 
er’s license, they gave me stalls at 
Sportsman’s Park right in the same 
barn as Mr. Bishop. He would give 
me pointers everyday. 
“I knew my luck was holding out 
when I took my horses down to the 


Fairgrounds (New Orleans) that year 
and lo and behold the management 
happened to give me stalls again 
alongside Mr. Bishop, purely as 
coincidence.” 
Tomillo, unlike in years past, is run­ 
ning an expensive first-class oper­ 
ation. His red and black tack boxes 
all bear the initials T.T. and it makes 
for quite an attractive sight. 
A trainer doesn’t run a shedrow 
alone, of course. Tomillo employs a 
total of 14 people on a regular salary, 
including grooms, hotwalkers, and ex­ 
ercise riders. 
“MY HELP HAS BEEN just super,” 
Tomillo said. “A trainer’s employes 
will make or break you. A11 my help 


are dedicated to working hard and 
they all love what they are doing. I 
can’t say enough about them . . . 
they’re super.” 
After Arlington Park closes in early 
October, TomiUo’s stable, along with 
Schwermer’s classy runners, will in­ 
vade Hawthorne and later on Sports­ 
man’s before shipping to Florida this 
winter. 
“We have a few real nice horses 
who love to run on the grass,” To­ 
millo said. “If we go to the Fair­ 
grounds we won’t be able to race 
them on the grass because there is no 
turf course there. Hialeah and Gulf- 
stream Park will be a good place for 
them this winter.”

FLETCHER, WHO SAW his team 
go 30-0, outs coring opponents 78.8 to 
54.8, before losing a 67-66 quarter-final 
game to De La Salle in the Assembly 
Hall, is toughening the schedule for 


what could be his finest team ever. 
Kiel Auditorium in St. Louis has been 
rented for a December 1st showdown 
with Central High, the St. Louis Pub­ 
lic champion the last four years. 
“It could be the first St. Louis bas­ 
ketball sellout since the Hawks (now 
in Atlanta) played the Celtics in the 
NBA playoffs. We have tremendous 
support for our team.”

We take in 
$10,000 in footbaU but we need about 
twice that much to run it, and we 
needed almost another $10,000 for the 


junior high program. We got what we 
needed and we expect to be back to 
full funding from the state after this 
year.” 
Evaluating his team, Fletcher has a 
superb leader in junior All-Stater 
Stallings (19 ppg.), a three-year regu­ 
lar in Ray and a 6-7, 215-pound center 
named Mike Belobraydic who is 
“enormously improved.” AH his start­ 
ers will stand between 6-4 and 6-7 . . . 
all steeled in the discipline of the Flet­ 
cher philosophy ... and all motivated 
by the finest basketball tradition any­ 
where. 
“I want to go out a winner,” said 
Fletcher. “And this could be it. I’U 
have only two years after this before 
mandatory retirement and I certainly 
don’t want to rebuild. There isn’t 
time. Sure, I’d coach forever if that 
was all I had to do, but I haven’t been 
able to convince anyone that I should 
drop those four morning classes. 
“So I’m kind of playing it by ear. I 
don’t know whether I’U want to go on 
after I lose these six seniors.

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CANTON, Ohio (UPI) - Five pro- 
fessional football greats, three of 
them “sons” of the late Vince Lom­ 
bardi, were enshrined Saturday into 
Professional Football Hall of Fame 
here. 
The inductees were Bart Starr and 
Forrest Gregg of the Green Bay 
Packers; Frank Gifford of the New 
York Giants; Gayle Sayers of the Chi­ 
cago Bears and Bill Willis of the 
Cleveland Browns. 
Both Starr and Gregg played for 
Lombardi on the Packer teams of the 
1960s and Lombardi was an assistant 
coach when Gifford joined the Giants 
in 1952. 
“AS I STAND here today,” said a 
visibly shaken Mrs. Marie Lombardi 
as she presented Gregg for induction, 
“I think how Vince Lombardi would 
feel seeing three of his sons inducted 
into this Hall of Fame.” 
She called Gregg “probably the best 
all around team player who ever 
played this game.” 
Gregg, head coach of the Cleveland 
Browns, described Lombardi as the 
maximum, as a man and as a football 
coach. 
STARR, PRESENTED by his high 
school coach Bill Moseley, called 
Lombardi “a true genius and a won­ 
derful leader. He taught us about 
teamwork,” said Starr, now coach of 
th Packers. “The team must always 
come first.” 
Wellington Mara, president of the 
New York Giants, introduced Gifford 
as the “personification of every son of 
every father’s dream of the player ev­ 
ery coach would covet.” 
“We are deeply apppreciative of our 
God-given physical ability,” said Gif­ 
ford. “But it doesn’t start there and it 
doesn’t end there. 
“ONE MAN IN particular has 
meant a great deal in my life,” Gif­ 


ford added. “It was a great privilege 
to play and know a man of Vince 
Lombardi’s character.” 
George Halas, 82, who helped found 
the National Football League here in 
a garage 58 years ago, presented Sa­ 
yers, calling him “magic in motion” 
and said he first saw him on films. “I 
knew then I was watching something 
special,” said Halas. “His like will 
never be seen again.” 
Sayers said he was thankful for all 
that professional football had given 
him, noting he used his pro football 
career to find an off season job that 


allowed him to complete his under­ 
graduate work and earn a masters de­ 
gree. 
PAUL BROWN, general manager of 
the Cincinnati Bengals, introduced 
Willis, who played for him at Ohio 
State and on tlie Cleveland Browns. 
He described Willis as “a tremendous 
player and, I think, the quickest down 
lineman in the history of football.” 
Brown noted that he broke the color 
barrier in modern NFL by signing 
Willis and Marion Motley in 1646. “It 
was no special idea,” said Brown. “I 
was looking for guys to play football.”

Defense helps lift Bears in debut 


CANTON, Ohio (UPI) - The Chi­ 
cago Bears intercepted three passes, 
recovered three fumbles and over­ 
came a sluggish first half to defeat 
the New York Jets 20-6 Saturday in 
the annual Pro Hall of Fame game. 
Both coaches, Jack Pardee of the 
Bears and Walt Michaels of the Jets, 
substituted freely, testing rookies at 
several positions. 
After a scoreless first period, the 
Jets took a 6-0 halftime lead on two 
field goals by Pat Leahy. 
THE BEARS, with Mike Phipps at 
quarterback, came back in the third 
period to take a 13-6 lead on two field 
goals by Bob Thomas and a pass in­ 
terception by linebacker Don Rivers, 


who returned it 41 yards for a touch­ 
down. 
The Bears’ final score came early 
in the fourth quarter on a three-yard 
pass by Phipps to Greg Latta. Phipps, 
obtained from the Cleveland Browns 
in the off-season, is fighting with in­ 
cumbent Bob Avellini for the Bears’ 
starting quarterback job. 
Chicago missed an opportunity to 
score in the first period when Brian 
Bashnagel fumbled the snap on a field 
goal attempt by Thomas from the Jet 
17-yard line. 
IN THE SECOND period, the Jets 
took the ball on the Bears’ 46-yard 
line and seven plays later Leahy 
booted a 35-yard field goal to give 


New York a 3-0 lead. 
With 25 seconds to go in the second 
period. Leahy booted his second field 
goal, this one from 43 yards, to give 
the Jets their 6-0 edge. 


Chicago took command of the game 
early in the third period and went 50 
yards in 15 plays to set up the 41-yard 
field goal by Thomas. A minute and 
one-half later Rivers intercepted a 
pass by Steve Joachim and returned 
it for the touchdown and 10-6 Bear 
lead. 
Thomas booted a 49-yard field goal 
with less than a minute to go in the 
third to give the Bears their 13-6 mar­ 
gin.
